CHICAGO, Sept. 11 (AP).—Vice- 
President Henry Henry A. Wallace 
submitted to the nation tonight the 
slogan “Democracy First” in the 
peace to come. “The battle cry, 
‘America First,’ means that sooner 
or later we shall find ourselves 
alone, encircled and _ fighting 
against a hostile combination,” he 
said. 7 
“But the slogan ‘Democracy 
First,’ intelligently followed up and 
vigorously applied, can lead to 
peace. As a matter of fact, it is 
only by applying the principles of 
‘Democracy First’ that we can 
have any chance of lasting peace.” 

The Vice-President spoke at a 
Chicago Stadium rally sponsored 
by the Chicago United Nations 
Committee to Win the Peace, sup- 
porting the Ball-Burton-Hatch-Hill 
Senate resolution for international

the peace. 

He asserted that “freedom from 
want"—President Roosevelt enun- 
ciated four freedoms, of speech, of 
religion, from fear and from want 
-"“must be the essence of the new 
declaration of freedom.” 

Expands Freedom From Want. 

Wallace, however, expanded 
“freedom from want” into seven 
freedoms and said the first step 
toward getting them was for the 
Senate to pass the Ball-Burton- 
Hatch-Hill resolution. 

“T am for the resolution (for a 
board to hear international dis- 
putes, a military force to prevent 
military aggression and other ma- 
chinery) as far as it goes, but it 
doesn’t go far enough,” he said. 
“There should be provision for 
joint action on the problem of un- 


employment and over-production 


due to international causes. There 
must be power to deal with those 
international cartels which are 
strangling production, competing 
unfairly or using methods which 
lead. to war.” 


An abbreviated tert of Wallace’s 
address follows: 

Those of you who must read the 
McCormick press know -the inevit- 
able conflict is here. Now, not to- 
morrow. We shall soon know 
whether the common man shall 
have “democracy first” or whether 
under the smooth phrase “America 
first,” the comman man shall be 
robbed. Beautiful advertisements 
and slick editorials say “let our 
soldiers come home to America as 
it used to be.” What they are 
really saying is “let us go back to 
normalcy, depressions, cartels and 
a war every 25 years.” 

In World War I, we fought to 
make the world safe for democ- 
racy. We failed, hitler rose, and 
the second world war came on 
because we were not sufficiently 
concerned iwth the plight of the 
common man the world over. We 
did not realize that economic 
democracy must be combined with 
political democracy or political 
democracy would die. Hitler ex- 
ploited our failure to establish an

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Sept. 11. (AP). 
—American Fifth Army Forces, 
hurling back German armored 
units and expanding their holdings 
around Naples, have captured the 
port of Salerno, Allied headquar- 
ters announced today. 

Lt. Gen, Mark W. Clark’s Amer- 
ican and British assault troops 
drove steadily inland to widen 
the Naples wedge, and headquar- 
ters declared that the bridgehead 
was firmly’ established, with 
“steady progress” having been 


made ever since the start of the 
campaign. 

Crack German armored units 
made several more fierce counter- 
attacks against Gen. Clark’s troops 
at Salerno, but these were beaten 
back bythe Allies, who pushed 
inland with the assistance of 
smashing aerial fleets and of big 
guns of naval vessels lying off- 
shore. ' 

(A Berlin broadcast said Ameri- 
can troops had made a new land- 
ing on the Sorrento peninsula, 
south of Naples, which separates 
Salerno Bay from the Bay of Na- 
ples. Another German. broadcast 
admitted the capture of Salerno 
by the Americans and said their 
landing was made north of Paes- 
tum, which is 23 miles below Sa- 
lerno. The Germans said they had 
regained some ground in counter- 
attacks.) 

Several Hundred Prisoners. 

Headquarters said several pock- 
ets of enemy resistance had been 
wiped out around Salerno, and 
that the prisoners taken, all of 
them Germans, now total several 
hundred. 

American Fifth Army units were 
said officially to have borne the 
brunt of German resistance dur- 
ing the Salerno landings. British 
units, which landed with little op- 
position some distance away, were 
attacked later by German tanks, 
but these enemy forces were re- 
pulsed.

CEILING PRICE ON LIVE HOGS 
SET AT $14.75 A 100 POUNDS 


Fulfills OPA Commitment Made in 
July; Retail Pork Charges 
Not Affected.

—Ceiling prices on live hogs were 
established today at $14.75 per hun- 
dredweight, Chicago basis, to carry 
out a commitment made by the 
Office of Price Administration in 
mid-July. 

Top price on’ hogs at Chicago 
Friday was $15.25 per hundred- 
weight, The ceiling established to- 
day is effective Oct. 4. The War 
Food Administration concurred in 
the order. 

The hog ceilings will not affect 
the retail prices of pork products, 
but are intended to presetn pres- 
sure against the wholesale pork 
price ceilings, OPA reported. Pack- 
ers had complained that prices 
asked by producers for hogs were 
higher than the resale price maxi- 
mums allowable. 

Hogs weighing less than 140 
pounds, sold for fattening or feed- 
ing for more than one month, and 
hogs sold for breeding purposes or 
serum culture are exempt from 
the order.

Say Rhodes, Balkans Are 
in Their Hands, Report 
200,000 Italians Have 
Surrendered.

LONDON Sept. 11 (AP).—The 
Germans claimed today to have 
consolidated their position in up- 
per Italy, the Balkans and south- 
ern France, and they asserted that 
more than 200,000 men of the 
Italian army already had surren- 
dered their arms to Nazi troops. 

In official and special com- 
muniques datelined from Hitler’s 
headquarters and subsequent 
broadcasts from the Berlin radio, 
the Germans admitted that they 
encountered resistance at some 
points from the Italians, but de- 
clared that Nazi troops are pro- 
ceeding “in anenergetic manner” 
to put down this opposition where 
it still is being offered. The Ger- 
man transocean news agency 
claimed “the major part of the 
Italian peninsula” was under Ger- 
man control, 

The Berlin broadcast fixing the 
number of Italians the Germans 
said they disarmed said the figure 
of 200,000 “does not, however, in- 
clude garrisans at Rome and Mi- 
lan, which, as previously reported, 
also capitulated.” 

In the face of the surrender of 
the bulk of the Italian fleet to the 
Allies and their own admission of 
resistance from some Italian army 
units, the. Germans shrilly de- 
clared that since Italy’s uncondi- 
tional surrender there has been a 
daily increase in the number of 
Italian units which have “de- 
clared their readiness to continue 
the struggle within the ranks of 
the German armed forces.” 

The Germans reported that King 
Vittorio Emanuele, Premier Pietro 
Badoglio ‘and Crown Prince Um- 
berto had fled from Rome into 
Sicily. The broadcast was worded 
in a way, however, to indicate the 
Germans were .not positive the 
three men were, It credited the re- 
port that the Crown Prince was in 
Sicily to Allied sources. 

Dispatches from Allied head- 
quarters, however, said that the 
Italian king still was in Rome and 
still was reigning. 

The special German communi- 
que credited forces under com- 
mand of Field Marshal Erwin 
Rommel with having consolidated 
the German positions in upper 
Italy “after a short struggle.”

HULL ON RADIO. TONIGHT 
TO GIVE ‘VERY IMPORTANT’ 
FOREIGN POLICY ADDRESS

ECRETARY OF STATE 

HULL will broadcast tomor- 

row night a foreign policy 
address which the State Depart- 
ment describes as “very impor- 
tant.”

BARUCH URGES 
GLOSER CONTROL 
OF MAN POWER 


Analysis for Byrnes Calls 
on Government to Clean 
Out Unnecessary Em.- 
ployes. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11 (AP). 
Bernard M. Baruch has prepared 
an analysis of the man power sit- 
uation, concluding that the nation 
has to, produce more efficiently 
or else cut back war production 
and trim still further the output 
of non-essential civilian goods. 
{An article by Marquis W. Childs, 
Washington correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, describing how the 
Coast, program is intended to oper- 
ate, is on Page 1D of today’s pa- 
per.) 

As one step toward more effi- 
cient use of man power, he sug- 
gests in a memorandum disclosed 
today, that farm draft deferments 
be reviewed regularly, to assure 
that farms are not becoming ha- 
vens for draft dodgers. This 
brought a prompt reaction from 
Capitol Hill, 

Chairman Fulmer (Dem.), South 
Carolina, of the House Agriculture 
Committee heatedly declared that 
the Federal Government “is shel- 
tering twice as many draft dodg- 
ers as the farms.” If there are any 
draft dodgers or surplus workers 
on the farms, Fulmer told report- 
ers, he was unable to find them 
during a recent survey in the 
South. 

“Crops are lying unharvested in 
the fields because there aren't 
enough men to. gather them in,” 
he declared, “and from what I 
hear that situation. prevails 
throughout the land.” 

Baruch did not spare the Gov- 
ernment in his memorandum, 
which was prepared for War Mob- 
ilization Director James F. Byrnes, 
to whom the financier and war 
production head in 1917-18 is an 
advisor. 

The Government ought to set 
an example for private industry, 
he said, by “cleaning out unnec- 
essary employes.” 

Inferentially, the report backs 
up the decision to draft fathers 
by saying that Selective Service 
should give more regard to occu- 
pation and less to dependency in 
granting deferments from the 
draft. 

Among other of Baruch’s con- 
clusions: 

1, There are indications that an 
over-supply of some types of war 
materials is being built up. 

2. The practice of ordering war 
goods on a cost-plus-fixed-fee basis 
should be discontinued in favor of 
fixed price contracting. Cost-plus-

CHICAGO, Sept. 11 (AP).—Vice- 
President Henry Henry A. Wallace 
submitted to the nation tonight the 
slogan “Democracy First” in the 
peace to come. “The battle cry, 
‘America First,’ means that sooner 
or later We shall‘ find ourselves 
alone, encircled and _ fighting 
against a hostile combination,” he 
said, 

“But the slogan ‘Democracy 
First,’ intelligently followed up and 
vigorously applied, can lead to 


peace. As a matter of fact, it is 
only by applying the principles of 
‘Democracy First’ .that we can 
have any chance of lasting peace.” 

The Vice-President spoke at a 
Chicago Stadium rally sponsored 
by the Chicago United Nations 
Committee to Win the Peace, sup- 
porting the Ball-Burton-Hatch-Hil] 
Senate resolution for international 
postwar collaboration to preserve 
the ce. 

He asserted that “freedom from 
want”—President Roosevelt enun- 
clated four freedoms, of speech, of 
religion, from fear and from want 
—"“‘must be the essence of the new 
declaration of freedom.” 

Wallace, however, expanded 
“freedom from want” into seven 
freedoms and said the first step 
toward getting them was for the 
Senate to pass the Ball-Burton- 
Hatch-Hill resolution. 

“I am for the resolution (for a 
board to hear international dis- 
putes, a military force to prevent 
military aggression and other ma- 
chinery) as far as it goes, but it 
doesn’t go far enough,” he said. 
“There should be provision for 
joint action on the problem of un- 
employment afid over-production 
due to international causes, There 
must be power to deal with’ those 
international cartels which are 
strangling production, competing 
unfairly or using methods which 
lead to war.” 


Partial Text of Address. 


An abbreviated text of Wallace's 
address follows: 

Those of you who must read the 
McCormick press know the inevit- 
able conflict is here.. Now,. not to- 
morrow. We shall soon know 
whether the common man shall 
have “democracy first” or whether 
under the smooth phrase “America 
first,” the comman man shall be 
robbed. Beautiful advertisements 
and slick editorials say “let our 
soldiers come home to America as 
it used to be.” What they are 
really saying is “let us go back to 
normalcy, depressions, cartels and 
a war every 25 years.” 

In World War I, we fought to 
make the world safe for democ- 
racy. We failed, hitler rose, and 
the second world war came on 
because we were not sufficiently 
concerned iwth the plight of the 
common man the world over. We 
did not realize that economic 
democracy must be combined with 
political democracy or political 
democracy would die. Hitler ex- 
ploited our failure to establish an

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Pilot Describes Italian Warships’ 


Surrender at Sea to British Fleet

CHICAGO, Sept. 11 (AP).—Vice- 
President Henry Henry A. Wallace 
submitted to the nation tonight the 
slogan “Democracy First” in the 
peace to come. 

“The battle cry, ‘America First,’ 


| means that sooner or later we shall 


find ourselves alone, encircled and 
fighting against a nostile combina- 
tion,” he said. 

“But the slogan ‘Democracy 
First,’ intelligently followed up and 
vigorously applied, can lead to 
peace. As a matter of fact, it is 
only by applying the principles of 
‘Democracy First’ that we can 
have any chance of lasting peace.” 

The Vice-President spoke at a 
Chicago Stadium rally sponsored 
by the Chicago United Nations 


Committee to Win the Peace, sup- 

rting the Ball-Burton-Hatch-Hill 
Senate resolution for international 
postwar collaboration to preserve 
the peace. 

He asserted that “freedom from 
waht”—President Roosevelt enun- 
ciated four freedoms, of speech, of 
religion, from fear and from want 
— “must be the essence of the new 
declaration of freedom.” 

Wallace, @iowever, expanded 
“freedom from want” into seven 
freedoms and said the first step 
toward getting them was for the 
Senate to pass the Ball-Burton- 
Hatch-Hill resolution. 

“I am for the resolution (for a 
board to hear international dis- 
putes, a military force to prevent 
military aggression and other ma- 
chinery) as far as it goes, but it 
doesn’t go far enough,” he said. 
“There should be provision for 
joint action on the problem of un- 
employment and over-production 
due to international causes. There 
must be power to deal with those 
international cartels which are 
strangling prodyction, competing 
unfairly or using methods which 
lead to war.” 


Partial Text of Address. 


An abbreviated text of Wallace’s 
address follows: 

Those of you who must read the 
McCormick press know the inevit- 
able conflict is here. Now, not to- 
morrow. We shall soon know 
whether the common man shall 
have “democracy first” or whether 
under the smooth phrase “America 
first,” the common man shall be 
robbed. Beautiful advertisements 
and slick editorials say “let our 
soldiers come home to America as 
it used to be.” What they are 
really saying is “let us go back to 
normalcy, depressions, cartels and 
a war every 25 years.” 

In World War I, we fought to 
make the world safe for democ- 
racy. We failed, Hitler rose, and 
the second world war came on 
because we were not sufficiently 
concerned with the plight of the 
common man the world over. We 
did not realize that economic 
democracy must be combined with 
political democracy or political 
democracy would die. Hitler ex- 
ploited our failure to establish an 
economic democracy by starting 
World War II. If we are to pre-

MEDITERRANEAN, Sept. i1 
(AP).—The main force of Italy’s 
modern, powerful battle fleet is in 
Allied hands, intact and ready to 
be turned against our enemies. 

Escaping from Italian ports de- 
spite German vigilance and—with 
the exception of one capital ship 
which was sunk—eluding angry 
attacks by Nazi planes, the Ital- 
ian vessels surrendered to British 
naval units on the high seas of the 
Mediterranean and were escorted 
today into Malta and other ports. 

Gen. Eisenhower Present. 

The high point of this dramatic 
and unprecedented ending of a 
four-year fight for control of the 
Mediterranean came yesterday aft- 
ernoon aboard this ship when Adm. 
Sir Andrew Browne Cunningham, 
who commanded the British fleet 
throughout the long and costly 
struggle, watched as a strong bat- 
tle unit of the Italian navy 
steamed by in review formation. 

At his side on the destroyer’s 
bridge were Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, and the Admiral’s chief of 
staff, Commodore R. M. Dick. 

Both Adm. Cunningham and Gen. 
Eisenhower were elated at this tre- 
mendous addition to the Allied 
fleet, which not only completely 
cleared the Mediterranean of hos- 
tile forces but altered the whole 
course of the global balance of 
seapower by freeing British and 
American ships to fight Japan. 

Their mighty guns silenced by 
orders of their commanders and 
flying from their highest masts a 
midnight-black triangular pennant 
which was the agreed sign of sur- 
render, two Italian battleships, five 
cruisers and four destroyers slid 
by in the wake of British escort 
vessels. 

One Battleship Sunk. 

A third capital ship which left 
La Spezia with these vessels, one 
of Italy’s newest and largest bat- 
tleships, the 35,000-ton Roma) 
was bombed, set afire and sent to 
the bottom near Sardinia Thursday 
afternoon by German bombers 
which attacked the fleet as it sped 
southward after escaping. 

Leading the Italian ships as they 
passed were the British battleships 
Warspite and Valiant which three 
years ago drove the Italian vessels 
into ports from where they seldom 
dared to venture. 

On a smaller scale this scene was 
repeated in several parts of the 
Mediterranean yesterday as Italian 
ships which escaped from Taranto, 
Naples and other ports turned up. 

Elsewhere in other parts of the 
Mediterranean, Admiral Cunning- 
ham said that Italian submarines 
were “popping up all over the 
place to surrender.” 

Cunningham later issued the fol- 
lowing message: 

“The Italian battle fleet is now 
anchored under the guns of Malta.” 

Gen. Eisenhower, after giving 
the Admiral a hearty handshake, 


_ messaged formally: 


“My congratulations to you and 
all the forces under your command 
on the happy and conclusive end- 
ing of your four-year campaign 
against the Italian Navy.” 

Triumphant, Yet Somber Scene. 

There was a majestic and tri- 
umphant and yet somber quality 
about the scene unequalled since 
the German fleet was scuttled at 
Scapa Flow, but even more por- 
tentous. 

Scapa Flow came at the end of 
one war. The Italian surrender 
ends only one battle, but it sig- 
nals the beginning of a new phase 
in the Pacific war where these 
same ships undoubtedly will play 
key roles. 

You gathered that Cunningham 
would have admired the Italians 
a lot more if the navy had fought 
it out-instead of surrendering, but 
he made no attempt to hide his 
joy as he said: 

“This is a great day for us. 
This cleans up the Mediterranean. 
The Italian ships are in good 
order, absolutely first class, espe- 
cially the battleships and rew 
cruisers.” 

“Can you use them, Admiral?” 
I asked. 

“You bet we can,” Gen. Eisen- 
hower put in, and Adm. Cunning- 
ham added: 

“The armistice provides we can 
do what we like with them.” 

“Will this enable our heavy 
ships to turn their attention to 
Japan?” he was asked, 

“Definitely, yes,” he answered, 

Ships in Three Columns. 

Before boarding the Hambleton 
I flew 20 miles to seaward and we 
circled the approaching’ ships, 
which were in two groups with the 
British ahead, the entire formation 
keeping perfect alignment in three 
long columns. 

Later we sped from port aboard 
the Hambleton, quickly met the 
British ships and captive vessels, 


ITALIAN WARSHIPS ON WAY 
TO GIBRALTAR GIVEN 24 
HOURS TO QUIT MALLORCA 


LA PALMA DE MALLOR- 
CA, Sept. 11 (AP).— 
EVEN Italian warships 
which put into Balearic 
ports en route to surrender 
at. Gibraltar were given 24 
hours to leave the island har- 
bor by Spanish authorities to- 
day. 

The ships, which stopped to 
land wounded survivors from 
the battleship Roma, sunk by 
German air raiders off Corsica, 
may request an extension of 
time to remain in ports for 
necessary repairs or may sub- 
mit to internment. 

Some units of the same 
squadron, which sailed from La’ 
Spezia, were reported to have 
continued toward Gibraltar, but 
this could not be confirmed. 

Many of the wounded were 
treated at the Naval Hospital 
here and it was reported that 
a majority of the Roma’s crew 
was lost. It carried a comple- 
ment of 1600 men, 
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and with the wind behind us raced 
past them at 24 knots while they 
were making 18 knots in the oppo- 
site direction. 

There was little excitement 
aboard the Hambleton’s bridge, 
where British officers and ratings 
peered through glasses and quietly 
remarked: | 

“That’s a pretty sight,” or “it 
has taken us a long time to get 
them this close.” 

A signalman flashed a message 
from Cunningham~ giving the 
Italian officers news of the others 
which had surrendered. 

Pointing to the Warspite and 
Valiant, Cunningham said: 

“I am particularly glad they are 
there. It was the Warspite which 
put one in the Italian flagship's 
stomach at a range of 25,000 yards 
at Taranto and chased them 
home.” 

I asked Cunningham if he wasn't 
afraid the Italians might make a 
break and start shooting. 

“I have one captain aboard the 
lead cruiser to see that they don’t 
take a wrong turn,” he replied. 

Another officer said: 

“There is nothing those boys on 
the Valiant and Warspite would 
like better than to have them do 
ty 

Four Years of Ups and Downs. 

As we sped along, Cunningham 
recalled the ups and downs of the 
four-year fight wherein the for- 
tunes of the British fleet varied 
in direct relationship of Axis or 
British control of air fields along 
the Mediterranean. 

“After the Italian declaration of 
war in July of 1940, the Mediter- 
ranean was black with their 
ships,” he said. 

Then came the Battle of Mata- 
pan, the torpedo attack at Taran- 
to and other successful actions 
which threatened to chase the Ital- 
ians off the sea until the German 
air force came to their rescue. 

Then came the dark days of the 
Greek and Crete evacuations and 
desert defeats until finally the 
British held only Malta, and it had 
to be supplied at terrific cost from 
Axis air attacks, 

The final turning point — the 
Africa landings—came last Novem- 
ber, and since then it has been 
downhill work. 

Looking back, Cunningham said: 
“It wasn’t so tough. Not so tough 
at all.” 


INDICATION NAZIS ARE SENDING 
CAPTIVE ITALIANS TO GERMANY 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Sept. 11 (AP). 
—A broadcast German press dis- 
patch intercepted here today in- 
dicated that the Germans not only 
are disarming Italian soldiers but 
are transporting them to Germany, 
presumably for farced labor. 

The dispatch, from a correspon- 
dent of the German Transocean 
agency in the Brenner Pass area 
between Italy and Germany, said 
he saw “long columns of disarmed 
Italian soldiers marching north-

It was not long before the~two 
fleets met and at the same time 
the two straggling Italian destro#- 
ers rejoined the main body, 

“The Italian vessels began to put 
up large clouds of white steam 
which I presume was the equiva- 
lent of a white flag,” Plumb said. 
“The ships, flying the huge Italian 
ensigns of red, white and green, 
reduced their speed to almost a 
standstill and one British battle- 
ship began sending out signals by 
lamp. After receiving the acknowl- 
edgement from the Italians, the 
ships swung around.

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GERMANS CLAIM

LONDON Sept. 11 (AP).—The 
Germans claimed today to have 
consolidated their position in up- 
per Italy, the Balkans and south- 
ern France, and they asserted that 
more than 200,000 men of the 
Italian army already had surren- 


dered their arms to Nazi troops. 
In official and special com- 
muniques datelined from Hitler’s 
headquarters and subsequent 
broadcasts from the Berlin radio, 
the Germans admitted that they 
encountered resistance at some 
points from the Italians, but de- 
clared that Nazi troops are pro- 
ceeding “in an energetic manner” 
to put down this opposition where 
it still is being offered. The Ger- 
man Transocean news agency 
claimed “the major part of the 
Italian peninsula” was under Ger- 
man control. 

Report of Fighting. 
A British broadcast said Italian 
troops and workers “have risen to 
stop the Germans, seizing key 
points in Milan, Turin and other 
places through northern and cen- 
tral Italy.” The broadcast declared 
that the “Italians are fighting, go- 
ing on strike, and carrying out 
sabotage and obstruction of all 
kinds.” 

In the face of the surrender of 
the bulk of the Italian fleet to the 
Allies and their own admission of 
resistance from some Italian army 
units, the Germans shrilly de- 
clared that since Italy's uncondi- 
tional surrender there has been a 
daily increase in the number of 
Italian units which have “de- 
clared their readiness to continue 
the struggle within the ranks of 
the German armed forces.” 

The Germans reported that King 
Vittorio Emanuele, Premier Pietro 
Badoglio and Crown Prince Um- 
berto had fled from Rome into 
Sicily. The broadcast was worded 
in a way, however, to indicate the 
Germans were not positive where 
the three men were.

JAPS AT SALAMAUA FLEE 
IN PANIC, ABANDON GUNS 


Early Capture of Air Field Likely—Way to 
Lae Open to Enemy, but Two Allied

Survey of 1944 Produc- 
tion Outlook Indicates 
Greater Emphasis on 
Food F rom Crops. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11 (AP).— 
More milk, less meat, more eggs, 
leas chicken-—-but beans in plenty 
shape up today as likely civilian 
diet in 1945, on the basis of new 
figures on farm capacity. The 
data came from a nationwide sur- 
vey by the Agriculture Department 
ef 1944 production possibilities. 

This survey, shows that, because 
of declining feed supplies and an 
insufficient quantity of lard, labor 
and machinery to extend feed pro- 
duction, the 1944 food production 
program of the War Food Admin- 
istration will have to place greater 
emphasis on food obtained directly 
from crops rather than from live- 


stock. 

With the exception of milk and 
eggs, the productive capacity of all 
livestock products is indicated to 
be smaller than this year. 

The survey is being studied by 
the WFA in determining next 
year’s producticn goals. Changes 
in 1944 output would 
largely in 1945 food supplies, 

$80-Million Acre Goal. 

The WFA has already announced 
@n over-all 1944 crop goal of 380 
million acres, which would be the 
largest on record.

Time to Strike While 


War Irons Are Hot. 


There is no time to be lost. Now 
is the time to strike while the war 
irons are hot. The war is costing 
us 10 times when it should because 
the democracies were not pre- 
pared. The peace also will cost 
us 10 times what it should if we 
do not begin preparing now. We 
can arrive at understandings now 
which we can’t get next year. The 
memory of the airplanes, tanks, 
food and men from the United 
States is so recent and means s0 
much to England, Russia and 
China that they can’t help being 
grateful. In like manner, we are 
impressed today by the skill of 
the British airmen, the tremendous 
drive of the Russian armies and 
the patience of the Chinese after 
six years of fighting a treacherous 
foe. 

Today we all face reality and are 
grateful for the help of friends. 
But tomorrow millions of us may 
forget and curse Europe and Asia 
as the cause of our woes. All na- 
tions tomorrow will too easily 
slump back into the selfishness 
which makes péace merely an in- 
terlude to war... . 

Isolationism is the screen behind 
which special privilege seeks to 
entrench its control. When I say 
this, I am not talking about peo- 
ple who honestly believe the Unit- 
ed States could isolate itself from 
the problems of the rest of the 
world. Certain of these people 
whom I have known personally 
have devoted their lives to the 
elimination of special privilege. 
Senator Norris, who fought more 


to. acquire control of the state, so 
that its resources and authority 
may be abused in the economic 
struggles; finally, the clash be- 
tween states themselves.” ... 

Let us not be deceived into 
thinking that attacks on cartels 
are attacks on American business. 
On the contrary, cartels are the 
greatest menace to the American 
business principles of free private 
enterprise and equal opportunity. 
Ask the American business man 
who has felt the weight of mo- 
nopoly, patent control and cartel 
oppression. 

This whole matter takes on great 
practical importance as we con- 
sider the terms under which 
monopolists will obtain United 
States Government constructed 
war plants, These plants can be 
used to produce postwar abundance 
for the common man. The prob- 
lem is whether the small business 
men are going to be elbowed to 
one side—whether free enterprise 
is to be smothered by monopolistic 
controls worked out by big busi- 
ness men holding Government ring- 
side seats. Planning to give smal] 
business its full, practicable post- 
war share of warplant facilities 
and equal access to raw materials 
must begin at. once, Otherwise 
there can be neither free enter- 
prise nor full employment in the 
peace to come. | 


Immediate Objectives 


of the Common Man.

Such self-liquidating 
projects will not be gifts of the 
United States, but we can furnish 
engineering services and finance 
sales of machinery. 


Senate Bill a Step 
Toward People’s Peace. 


Senate Resolution 114 is a step 
toward a people’s peace. A peo- 
ple’s peace is the gateway on the 
path to the century of the common 
man, In the century of the com-. 
mon man, rule No. 1 is the full 
use of all natural resources on a 
sustained basis. Rule No. 2 is full 
use of all technologies. Rule No. 3 
is to use these resources and 
technologies so that everyone 
working in hope can come every 
night to a peaceful rest in the ex- 
pectation of another day of hopeful 
work tomorrow. 

The common man will not let the 
governments, corporations and car- 
tels of the world rest until these 
three rules are fulfilled. America 
cannot do this job by herself be- 
cause in such case her standard 
of living, so far above the rest of 
the world, may bring on envy and 
finally war. America’s only safety 
and guarantee of high living stand- 
ards is in worldwide full use of 
natural resources, and a world- 
wide rise in living standards as 
rapid as her own. 

There is certain to be revolution 


until the seven freedoms are ob- 
tained and the three rules are ful- 
filled. The only question is the 
speed of the revolution and 
whether it will be peaceful or 
violent. The returning soldiers 
and war workers will not tolerate 
bread lines, closed factories and 
bursting grain elevators after the 
style of 1930-32. Leadership will 
arise. If it be of the thoughtless 
or demagogic Nazi type there are 
troubled days ahead. Monopolies 
which finance demagogues to cut 
the throat of progress and to de- 
spoil labor are playing with’a fire 
which will burn down their own 
houses. And so I ask all the po- 
tential leaders of agriculture, busi- | 
ness, and labor to take counsel 
with themselves and with the poll- 
ticians. Time will not wait. The 
breath of the future is on us as 
it has never been before. We can- 
not escape. The day about which 
the prophets and seers of many 
nations have dreamed for 3000 
years is rapidly approaching. May 
wisdom and understanding guide 
out President and the 96 Senators 
as they try to make the dream of 
universal peace a reality.

In reality, much of our eco- 
nomic relationship with the rest 
of the world has been governed 
by a small group seeking to parcel 
out the resources and markets of 
the world so as to control produc- 
tion, prices, distribution and the 
very lifeblood of world industry. 
These cliques have their own in- 
ternational government by which 
they arrive at~ private quotas. 
Their emissaries are found in the 
foreign offices of many of the im- 
portant nations of the world. They 
create their own system of tariffs 
and determine who will be given 
permission to produce, to buy and 
to sell, 

When I attack these monopolists, 
these creators of secret, super- 
government, I am not attacking 
business. I am speaking for busi-; 
ness because the overwhelming 
majority of business men as well 
as practically all consumers are

“the enemy from getting reinforce- 
ments over badly-battered high- 
ways and railroads” to the Naples 
area. 

In addition to crippling German 
reinforcement lines in a 60-mile 
arc around Naples, the Allied air 
forces attacked Nazi land convoys 
moving northward toward the 
Naples-Salerno area, headquarters 
said. This would indicate that the 
Germans may be withdrawing 
from areas farthur south to escape 
being cut off and perhaps to hurl 
more weight against the Fifth 
Army bridgehead. 

A small Allied force landed on 
the Island of Ventotene off Naples, 
where the Germans surrendered 
after a stiff fight. Ninety-one 
Germans were captured. The Ital- 
ians offered no opposition. 

Eighth Army Advance, 

The British Eighth Army in the 
south met scant opposition and 

lunged forward at a faster pace 
n spite of demolitions. Gen. Sir 
Bernard L, Montgomery’s forces 
now hold virtually all the territory 
south of the bottleneck formed by 
the Gulf of Squillace and the Gulf 
of Santa - Eufemia—the entire 
lower section of the Italian toe. 

In this area they reached a line 
through the town of Maida, 70 
miles from Italy’s southern tip and 
only about 15 miles from the rail 
and road center of Catanzaro. , 

(An NBC correspondent said in 
a broadcast from North Africa 
that the Eighth Army had ad- 
vanced 35 miles northward so fast 
that it was beginning to overtake 
the retreating Germans.) 

At Taranto, inside the Italian 
heel, British troops completed their 
occupation of the town and naval 
base. 

(Radio France at Algiers said 
the British were moving ahead 
from Taranto in three directions.) 

(Capt. Ludwig Sertorius, Nazi 
military correspondent, said in a 
dispatch broadcast by the Berlin 
radio that the “impression is 
growing” in Germany that the 
Allies have decided to drop their 
tactics of keeping’ forces in reserve 
and now are landing as many men 
in Southern Italy as possible. 

(He declared that so far “only 
a fraction of the German forces 


the Anglo-Saxons while the bulk 
of Kesselring’s and Rommel’s 
armies, for the time being, were 
busy disarming Italian forces.”) 


Allies Dominate Air. 


The air warfare continued over 
central and southern Italy, with 
the enemy offering little opposition 
to the Allied formations attacking 
communication routes and air 
fields. Much of the German air 
strength, however, was reported 
switching to offensive tactics, es- 
pecially in the Naples area where 
German planes attempted to bomb 
Fifth Army troops. 

Using with brilliant success the 
tactics perfected during hte Si- 
cilian campaign, American fighter- 
bombers dealt a telling blow to 
German effort to switch reinforce- 
ments and. supplies from the 
Eighth Army front to Naples. 

During the day a convoy of 200 
to 250 vehicles of all types, es- 
corted by tanks and mobile anti- 
aircraft batteries, was literally cut 
in half as it crawled 50 painful 
miles along the valley of the Ta- 
nagro coe southeast of Naples. 
About 100 trucks were destroyed. 

Flyers of the North African air 
forces downed 18 enemy planes in 
24 hours against a loss of 10 of 
their own, 

American Liberators from Middle 
East bases struck for the second 
consecutive day at  airdromes 
around Foggia, across the Italian 
peninsula from Naples, a Cairo 
ommunique disclosed. The four- 
engined bombers shot down one 
of several enemy fighters which 
attacked them and all returned 
safe to their base, ihe

Shipbuilding Yards Also| 


Target — 14 Enemy

LONDON, Sept. 11 (AP).—United 
States Marauders and Royal Air 
Force medium bombers and fight- 
er-bombers attacked targets in 
Northern France today, 
British and American communique 
said tonight. 

The airfield at Beaumont-le- 
Roger wag bombed by a formation 
of Marauders and Royal Nether- 
lands squadron of Mitchells. An- 
other formation of Marauders 
bombed the shipbuilding yards at 
Le Trait. 

R. A, F. Dominion and Allied 
Spitfires, which escorted and cov- 
ered the operations, had several 
combats with enemy fighters, nine 
of which were destroyed. 

Typhoon fighter-bombers, es- 
corted by Typhoon fighters, bombed 
an airfield near Beauvais. Reports 
showed the bombing results to be 
good on all targets. Four of the 
Allied fighters did not return, the 
communique said. 

Bombing results were good on 
all targets; the communique added. 

Returning flyers reported that 
the Beaumont airfield, which to- 
day received its fourth blasting 
from medium bombers, was now 
virtually useless to the enemy. 

Crewmen reported they added 
much damage to that inflicted on 
Le Trait .in the raid of Aug. 4, 
which was described then as the 
“most perfect precision bombing to 
date.” 

Spitfire and Typhoon planes at- 
tacked German vessels off the 
French coast, damaging one and 
setting fire to another, an official 
announcement said. 

Mosquito fighters, from a Polish 
squadron, shot down five enemy 
planes over the Bay of Biscay 
without the loss of a plane, the 
announcement said, adding that 
“further enemy airplanes were 
downed by Typhoons over France.” 

One Allied fighter was reported 
missing.

Reports reaching London said 
German Generals were convinced 
that a retreat clear to the Dniester 
River would be the best strategy 
in Southern Russia because of Al- 
lied threats in the west and south 
even though this meant giving up 
a huge territory won at a frightful 
cost in men and equipment.

land. Even a sea escape is ques- 
tionable now because of the Soviet 
Black Sea fleet surface and air 
forces waiting to pounce on the 
Germans, 

Nazi Story of Landing. 

The Moscow daily communique 
yesterday, recorded by the Soviet 
monitor, did not even mention the 
Caucasion theater where, Berlin 
said strong Russian forces had 
landed Friday “in the port.” The 
Soviet marines were “smashed up 
to a large extent,” and 11 landing 
boats and a Soviet gunboat were 
sunk or set afire off shore, the 
Germans said, then added: “Fight- 
ing is now going on with the rest 
of the enemy forces which landed.” 

Germany’s Western Caucasus 
troops, thousands of them, must 
be fed and supplied across the 
Kerch strait above Novorossisk, 
and ‘they are under constant pres- 
sure by Soviet forces attacking 
frontally as well as along the 
coast, 

Across the Sea of Azov the Rus- 
silanes are chasing other battered 
German divisions westward toward 
Melitopol, 100 miles heyond cap- 
tured Mariupol, leaving the Axis 
Caucasian group in growing isola- 
tion as they cling to the swamps 
of the Taman Peninsula and the 
hills around Novorossisk. 


Thousands Imperiled by Drive. 


The thousands of Germans in 
the Crimea and south of Kharkov 
also are imperiled by the westward 
Soviet sweep toward Pavlograd, 
Lozovaya and Sinelnikovo on the 
Kharkov-Crimea railway. The cut- 
ting of that railway, now an early 
possibility, might trap huge seg- 
ments of Germans in both areas, 

The Russians took Petropavliov- 
ka Friday and raced on toward 
Paviograd, 25 miles away. More 
than 110 localities were overrun 
during the day by the powerful 
mobile forces that already have 
liberated the Donets Basin. Gains 
ranged from six to nine miles. 

Southwest of Kharkov in the 
drive on Poltava the Russians 
swept ahead five more miles with 
the usual tactics of cutting behind 


the enemy. 
Near Nezhin, 

In the Northern Ukraine in the 
race for the great prize of Kiev, 
the Russians were reported about 
20 miles from Nezhin, junction on 
the iast railway connecting the 
German Central and Southern 
fronts east of the Middle Dnieper. 

Nebhin is a junction on the 
Gomel-Odessa and Kursk-Kiev 
railways, and plunging toward it 
the Russians overran 20 localities. 

Reds Flanking Bryansk. 

North of Bryansk, the Russians 
said, Soviet troops advanced from 
three to six miles, beating down 
enemy opposition capturing more 
than 60 villages. Several. villages 
south of that formidable bastion 
which the enemy has held since 
the fall of 1941 also were cap- 
tured. 

The Russians apparently intend 
to flank Bryansk on both asides, 
because the Desna River line 
southwest of the city already has 
been broken and the Russians are 
storming: Novgorod Seversky on 
the west bank. No mention of 
Soviet fighting directly east of 
Bryansk has been reported for 
some time, indicating the Russians 
have diverted their strength to 
flanking movements after reaching 
a point only 25 miles east of the 
city. 

On the central front above Bry- 
ansk, where the Russians last 
were reported within 40 miles of 
Smolensk, the communique said 
the Red Army still was attacking 
in an effort to improve 
tions. . 

During Friday, the Russians 
said, they knocked out 46 German 
tanks on all fronts and shot down 
49 planes,

WPB to Limit 1944 Construction 
To 3 Billion Dollars, Half of *43 


New Projects Must Meet Stringent Tests— 


Order Is Result 


of Man Power, 


Material Shortages. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11 (AP). 
—Public and industrial construc- 
tion will be held to three billion 
dollars in value in 1944, under 
present War Production Board 
plans, and stringent new tests will 
be invoked before materials are 
released for approved projects. 

The tentative limit on 1944 con- 
struction represents a 50 per cent 
slash from 1943 building. During 
1942, a period of feverish war 
plant expansion, public and indus- 
trial construction topped 14 bDil- 
lion dollars. 

A man power shortage is given 


as a primary reason for holding 
down construction. The War 
Manpower Commission has esti- 
mated ‘that 600,000 men can be 
shifted from the building and 
building materials trades to war 
industry if construction is limited 
to three billions. Continuing short- 
ages of lumber and steel also 
work against any but a minimum 
program. 

Proposed construction projects 
must be approved by either the 
Industrial or the Non-industria] 
Facilities Review Committees of 
WPB. These agencies recommend 
whether or not materials can be 
released. The general rule of es- 


sentiality is: is it immediately 


needed for the war effort, or can 
it wait until peacetime? 


The recent decision to slash the 
proposed 95 million dollar pro- 
gram for synthetic rubber tire 
plant expansion to approximately 
80 million, largely for equipment, 
shows the trend of efforts. 


Irrigation projects which had 
cleared both the Department of 
Interior and War Food Adminis- 
tration have had hard sledding to 
pass the essentiality test. Only 
a half dozen or so have been ap- 
proved after it was shown that 


each would be completed in time 
for the 1944 crop season, would 
require no excessive amounts of 
critical materials and would irri- 
gate a type of crop urgently need- 
ed in the food program. 


The WPB also is checking care- 
fully the list of construction proj- 
ects previously approved, and even 
those under construction are or- 
dered canceled if they do not meet 
the new essentiality requirements. 
Four oil company expansion proj- 
ects already under way were or- 
dered halted this week.

33 MILLION ASSESSMENT RISE 
FOR 302 MISSOURI UTILITIES 


JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 11 
(AP).—The State Tax Commission 
today recommended a $33,932,044 
increase in the assessment of dis- 
property of 302 Mis- 
souri utilities for 1943 taxes. The 
total for electric light, telephone, 
telegraph, pipeline, railroad, street 
railway and’ bridge companies was 
$465,721,014. The 1942 valuation 
was $431,788,370. 

The recommendations are sub- 
ject to review by the State Board 
of Equalization, which will begin 
hearings next week. 

The biggest increase was made 
in the proposed assessments of 
five street railway companies, 
boosted $3,775,578 over the 1942

5. Italian merchant shipping may 
be requisitioned by the Allied 
commander in chief to meet the 
need of a military-naval program. 

6. Immediate surrender of Cor- 
sica and all Italian territory, both 
islands and the mainland, to the 
Allies, for such use as operational 
bases and other purposes as the 
Allies may see fit. 

7. Immediate guarantee of free 
use by the Allies of all air fields 
and naval ports in Italian territory, 
regardless of the rate of evacua- 
tion of Italian territory by the Ger- 
man armed forces. These ports 
and fields are to be protected by 
Italian armed forces until this 
function is taken over by the Al- 
lies. 


8. Immediate withdrawal to Italy 
of Italian armed forces from all 
participation in the current war 
from whatever area wherein they 
may now be engaged.

The appeals were made in proc- 
lamations, dated today, read over 
an unidentified radio station, and 
reported by the United States For- 
eign Broadcast’ eee Serv- 
ice.

The King’s proclamation was as 
follows: 

“Italians! For the supreme good 
of the fatherland, which always 
was my first thought and the aim 
of my life, with the intention to 
avoid even graver suffering and 
greater sacrifices, I authorized the 
request for the armistice. 

“For the safety of the capital, so 
as fully to be able to do my duties 
as King, I have moved with the 
Government and high military au- 
thorities to another point of the 
national territory. 

“Italians! I am counting on you 
in all circumstances just as you 
can count on the utmost sacrifice 
by your King. May God help Italy 
in this grave hour of her history.” 

The proclamations, according to 
the broadcast, were signed by the 
Premier and monarch and dated 
today, indicating the two leaders 
had reached safety, possibly an 
Allied camp.

Montgomery, who stopped Ger- 
man Field Marshal Erwin Rom- 
mel in Egypt, said “the Ameri- 
cans were a great help when I was 
hard-pressed on the Catania (Sici- 
ly) plain.”

Please give them my 
very best regards.” 

No Pledge of Allegiance Given. 


The Republicans’ communication 
gave no assurance that the signers 
would pledge their allegiance to 
Willkie even if he is able to answer 
the queries to their satisfaction. 
The letter’s preface told of the Mis- 
souri delegation’s past support, tak- 
ing credit for the fact that nor- 
mally Democratic Missouri gave 
Willkie as large a percentage of 
its vote as did normally Republi- 
can Ohio and. Pennsylvania. 

“We have proved our friendship 
to you in the past. We are not 
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funfriendly now,” the group de- 
clared. In the official announce- 
ment of Willkie’s scheduled visit, 
however, Dalton said that the 
questions were asked partly be- 
cause of “the characteristic of our 
Missouri nature to abhor. any in- 
tellectual vacuum created by vague 
generalities and circumlocutions.” 

The group professed to seek 
“enlightenment on method,” after 
stating in the letter its view of the 
country’s postwar world position.

“We are unanimously of the 
opinion that in the postwar world 
America should seek whatever ar- 
rangement of world affairs is in 
the best interest of America. We 
are in favor of whatever interna- 
tional commitments promise best a 
peaceful future and which will en- 
able us to again pursue our hap- 
piness. under the principles and 
liberties guaranteed by the Consti- 
tution of our republic.” 

Letter Drafted by Queeny. 

The Post-Dispatch learned that

Eyewitness at Salerno Says Navy 
Barrage Shook Ships Five Miles Out 


U. S., British Troops Fought Way Onto Main- 
land Before Dawn After Bitter Fight- 
ing Begun at Midnight. 


By DON WHITEHEAD 
‘WITH THE UNITED STATES 
NAVY INVASION TASK FORCE, 
Sept. 9 (Delayed) (AP).—Amer- 
ican and British troops fought 
their way onto the mainland of 
Italy south of Salerno before 
dawn today behind a barfage so 


-| heavy that ships five miles back 


at sea trembled and shook with 


‘ithe concussions. 


As I write this in the first light 
of day the guns are still thunder- 
ing and troops hold the beach- 
head onto which are pouring more 
troops, guns and armor from a 
mighty Allied armada, 

Although the message from Ad- 
miral Sir Andrew Browne Cun- 
ningham, commander in chief of 
the Allied Mediterranean fleet, 
saying the armistice with Italy had 
been declared was received shortly 
before midnight, fighting is bitter 
and destroyers are engaging the 
coastal batteries. So either the 
Italians in this sector have not 
been advised of the armistice or 


*|elge the guns are manned by the 


Germans, 
The storm broke shortly before 


and/ midnight, after the invasion con- 


voys had steamed across the 
placid sea with little to remind 
the troops and sailors that they 
were participating in a great Al- 
lied amphibious invasion to crack 
Hitler’s European fortress. 
Enemy Bombs Miss. 

Enemy planes dived in to drop 
bombs near our ship and ack-ack 
brought three of them plunging 
into the sea. The bombs fell harm- 
lessly into the water and our great 
fleet steamed slowly into the Gulf 
of Salerno with the dark shadow 
of the Isle of Capri on our left. 

From the deck we could see gun 
flashes on the mainiand, and we 
knew that the enemy had not been 
caught by surprise and that he 
was waiting. 

Then came the electrifying news 
of the armistice with Italy. The 
word spread around the ship swift- 
ly and injected an almost gay note 


.j|into this solemn business of inva- 


sion. 


Fire From Shore. 
We stood on the dark deck dis- 
cussing the armistice as the hour 
drew near. But then there were 
three flashes from the shore and 
shells whined across the ship. Two 
more passed over and fell astern. 
“Order the destroyers to return 


'|the fire,” snapped the rear admiral 
es in command of our force. 


Our ship came to a halt and 
then began to lay a smoke screen. 


iA great fire blazed up ahead and 


there were explosions in the city 
of Salerno. Our guns had not fired, 
so obviously the enemy was carry- 
ing out demolitions, 

Flashes of gunfire rippled along 
the coast and sounds of explosions 
and gunfire rolled across the wa- 
Our destroyers moved into 
position and began hammering the 
coastal batteries. A British mont- 
tor moved in and hurled steel at 
the enemy as red, green and white 
flares looped acrogs the sky. 

At 2:17 the rear admiral ordered 
his assault boats to “go ahead with

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the landings as planned.” And sig- 
nal lamps flashed the word to the 
troop-carrying vessels. 

The fires in Salerno and south of 
the city blazed up fiercely at times, 
outlining the dark shadows of 
boats in the water. 

Barrage Opens Up. 

And then the barrage on the 
beaches opened up. 

Never have I witnessed any-~ 
thing like it either in Tunisia or 
on Sicily. And none of the Brit- 
igh officers or American naval 
men on board had ever seen any- 
thing equal to the eruption of ex- 
plosives on the beaches ahead. 

At first it fell on the beach 
near Salerno, and then it fell on 
the beach to the south. Rocket 
shells fell by the hundreds. 

Nothing could have lived through 
that barrage and at 3:40 a. m. 
the first wave of British troops 
landed on the northernmost beach 
and waves piled into other barges 
to the south. 

The enemy had left antiperson- 
nel mines on some of the beaches, 
and machine guns and batteries 
not caught in the barrage also 
opened fire. 

The battle of the mainiand was 
under way. 

British Commandos and Amert- 
can Rangers under Lt. Col. Bill 
Darby of Fort Smith, Ark. 
swarmed ashore and fought their 
way into their objectives. 

We moved out of the North Af- 
rican port two days ago and as- 
sembled in convoy, and early the 
next morning we were under way. 

Preparations for the move began 
days before American troops drove 
the last Germans out of Sicily. 

Fresh, newly equipped divisions 
with combat experience and fur- 
ther training in North Africa 
were rested and ready. Great 
stores of food, ammunition, gaso- 
line, oil and other supplies were 
rushed to loading points. 

The port from which our con- 
voy sailed literally bulged with 
ships loading both American and 
British troops and supplies. Crews 
toiled day and night. Lights 
burned in offices all night long 
as plans meshed. 

Sweating, swearing, overworked 
Navy men somehow managed to 
bring order out of seeming chaos. 

On the dock, as the last of the 
troops were filing aboard, two Red 
Cross girls, Mimi Scott of Wash- 
ington, D. C., and Mary T. Cook, 
Princeton, N. J., were giving the 
soldiers doughnuts and lemonade 
and bantering good-naturedly 
with them. 

“Okay, soldier, you can take one 
more,” Miss Scott laughed, hoid- 
ing out a box of warm, fresh 
doughnuts to a sergeant. 

Triumph for Navy, 

The invasion of Italy is one of 
the most brilliant triumphs in the 
history of the United States Navy. 

Putting troops, guns, tanks, and 
supplies ashore on the beaches at 
the Gulf of Salerno climaxed per- 
haps the most intricate, complex, 
and delicate naval operation ever 
carried out by any naval power. 

The massive scale of this am- 
phiblous landing—dwarfing any- 
thing yet attempted by the Allies 
—placed a terrific responsibility 
on the Navy. It involved detailed 


‘| planning, timing and teamwork of 


almost unbelievable proportions, 

But besides transporting an 
army from North Africa and set- 
ting it ashore ready to do battle, 
the Navy also protected the cargo 
en route to Italy and then helped 
it launch the invasion with sup- 
port from guns of cruisers and 
destroyers, 

The story of the Navy's part in 
the invasion of Italy is one princi- 
pally of behind-the-scenes toil of 
officers and men working day and 
night, planning and executing 
thousands of minute details lead- 


| |ing to the spectacular job of get- 


ting an army across the mediter- 
ranean onto enemy soil. 
Logistic Chart. 

Lt. Col. James H. Brower, Roch- 
ester, N. Y. marine officer and 
liaison between the Army and 
. | Navy, was one of those who 
helped draft the navy’s loading 
plans. 

“We learned one hell of a lot in 
the Sicilian operation,” Brower 
said. “This time I think we've made 
a great many improvements.” 

One improvement Brower de- 
vised was a logistic chart for each 
vessel with a deck diagram on the 
reverse side showing the exact lo- 
cation and name of equipment and 
materiel with which the vessel 
was loaded. 

With a copy of this chart, the 
beachmaster is able to tell at a 


-| glance what a ship is carrying, 


where it should be unloaded, and 
how. 

‘In the war room aboard the 
> | flagship, Brower has a large wall 
chart listing each. vessel and its 
contents. He can tell at once 
which ships are unloading and 
what army has gone ashore. If 
there is an emergency call for any 
particular type of equipment or 
supplies he can select the proper 
ship and order it to the beach by 
radio.

— The 
1948 World's Series, scheduled to 
open in New York's Yankee Sta- 
dium on Tuesday, Oct. 5, will be a

The first three games are 
planned for New York and the re- 
maining games in St. Louis, re- 

ess of the number necessary 
to decide the series. 

The arrangement sets up the 
possibility of St. Louis fans view- 
ing only one game, should either 
team win the series in four 
straight. The series has been de- 
cided in four games eight times. 

These plans were completed to- 


“day as the Yankees and Cardinals - 


-moved toward the championships 
in the American and Nationa 
Leagues. The Cardinals need to 
win only six more games to clinch 
the National League flag, while 
‘the Yankees must bag 13 more, 
‘based on figures after today’s 
games were concluded. 

The details were worked out at 
m meeting presided over by Kene- 
gaw Mountain Landis, commission- 
er of baseball, and attended by 
Sam Breadon, owner of the Car- 
dinals, Charles McManus, repre- 
genting the New York Yankees, 
and Ford Frick, president of the 
National League. 

The decision to play the firat 
three games at New York was 
reached after it had been proposed 
by Edward Barrow, president of 
the Yankees. Barrow also sug- 
gested a one-trip series in order to 
co-operate with the Office of De- 
fense Transportation in eliminat- 
‘ing unnecessary train travel. 

If the series should go seven 
games, it was decided, there will 
be a day of rest. between games 
six and seven in order to sell 
tickets for the seventh.

Conditions favorable to duck 
breeding were better than in pre- 


vious years and the estimated 25 |. 


per cent increase over last year 
seems likely to be realized fully, 
according to Tom Main, general 
manager Ducks Unlimited.  Al- 
ready preliminary flight systems 
are being manifested. Of this 
Main writes: 

“September is the _  get-ready 
month when ducks assemble, sort 
out into species, feed and store 
“fat and get ready for that long 
hike to their winter home. The 
process already is under way. 
Bluewing teal, shovelers and gad- 
walls all are flocking in greatly 
increased numbers, readying to 
lead the’ trek. Vastly increased 
mallards, pintails and greenwing 
teals are assembling at Canadian 
food centers. Cans, redheads and 
bluebills are bunching. Canada 
geese are getting restless.” 

Evidently it won’t be long. In 
the intermediate zone the season 
will open on Oct, 15 and the hunt- 
ers will be waiting for the first of 
the flight. . . Those who have 
ammunition will, that is. You 
can’t do much to 125,000,000 ducks 
with one box of 25 shells and no 
live decoys.

Get Your Coon Tags. 
ACCOON hunters—and trap- 
R pers too—have been notified 
to obtain tags which must be 

attached to every pelt, if the hunt- 
er or trapper designs to sell it. 
The Conservation Commission has 
made it easier on coon hunters 
gince the tags are now obtainable 
from local conservation agents, 
where formerly only the commis- 
sion supplied them. . 

The season opens Dec. 1 and 
lasts through the month. Bag 
limit for coon hunters is 10. 

Conservation officials say the 
tag system, adopted in 1940, has 
enabled the commission to obtain 
accurate data on the population, 
distribution and annual take of 
racoons. This information has 
been valuable in working out a 
plan of management for the spe- 
cies, which has increased in State- 
wide population from an estimated 
50,000 in 1939 to 85,000 in 1942. 
Tag returns showed that the an- 
mual harvest or take of raccoons 
increased from 11,000 in 1940 to 
14,474 in 1942.

ITALY EXPECTED 
TO NEED LITTLE IN 
WAY OF RELIEF 
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Country Shared Best of 
Food With Germany 
and Normally Is Almost 
Self-Suf ficient. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11 (AP).— 
The men in charge of American 
reHef think Italy may be put back 
on its feet easier than any other 
European country, provided the 
Germans are kept from making it 
a battleground like Poland or 
France, 

The Office of Foreign Relief and 
Rehabilitation says the immediate 
relief task in Italy is an Army job. 
As the Allied Military Government 


goes into new territory on the 
heels of advancing troops, men 
trained in administration take over 
the community life and relief. 

Army relief, however, is not 
highly developed and serves the 
immediate purpose of restoring 
something like normal life. 

Regular Relief Later. 

The relief agency comes in 
weeks or months later. It has not 
yet begun work in Sicily. 

Director Herbert H. Lehman’s 
men do not foresee a tremendous 
need for food shipments to Italy. 
Italy shared with Gerthany the 
preferred position of a belligerent 
in the distribution of whatever 
food was available in Europe. 

Italy, too, is normally almost 
self-sufficient in foods. Meat was 
becoming scarce, but Italians were 
reporte@® to be getting a fairly 
adequate diet before the capitu- 
lation. The problem of feeding 
Italy, therefore, may turn out to 
be largely a problem of helping 
the Italians distribute effectively 
Italy’s own available food sup- 
plies. 

Grain May Be Needed. 

Grain may be needed but sup- 
plies in North Africa are expected 
to meet the demand. 

Italians could use much more 
meat, but the Allied high command 
may decide Italians can get along 
on what they have, at least until 
Germany is defeated. 

Bombing has crippled Italy's 
transportation and the experts 
foresee a long job of repairing 
railroads, 
Supplies of gasoline may be need- 
ed for distribution of food. Italy 
is said to have plenty of trucks 
for farm-city traffic if fuel can 
be provided. Coal is expected to 
be a fairly serious problem. 

The health situation is reported 
generally satisfactory, and medi- 
cal relief is expected to be light 
compared to that likely to be 
faced later in ravaged. territories 
such as Poland, F 

Large stocks of clothing were 
bought in this country for ship- 
ment to Italy but reports indicate 
Italy is well off compared with 
North Africa when American 
troops landed there. 


68 Million Axis Victims Need Aid, 
War Fund Group Says. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 11 (AP).—In- 
vading armies have driven almost 
100 million United Nations people 
from their homes, and 68 million 
of them “are dependent upon out- 
side aid for their very existence,” 
the New York committee of the 
National War Fund said today in 
a statement. 

The committee said reports re- 
ceived by war fund member 
agencies from representatives on 
the scene in the various countries 
showed that 50 million Chinese 
were homeless and that 38 million 
Russians had been “driven from 
one part of the country to another 
as the invaders advanced,” 

Poland was estimated to. have 
eight million homeless; Czecho- 
Slovakia, 775,000; Yugoslavia, 600,- 
450,000; Holland, 
400,000; Greece, 150,000, and Lux- 


embourg, 40,000.

State Constitution of 1875 Patched Up Job That No Longer Meets the Needs 


Experiment Starting

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11. 

N the West Coast a new system is to go 
0 into effect this coming week which at- 

tempts to restore reason and order in 
the field of man power. Essentially it is an 
effort to place control over man power re- 
sources in regional committees. It is a 
recognition of the patent fact that Wash- 
ington cannot do the job without invoking 
the aid and even the direction of local com. 
munities familiar with local problems, 


The West Coast is, of course, a very spe- 
cial area. It has been estimated that be- 
tween one-third and one-fourth of all war 
production is concentrated there. While this 
is doubtless an exaggeration, the propor- 
tion is certainly high. It has made for the 
most overwhelming human problems—over- 
crowding, wartime slums, a very high labor 
turnover, a constant migration in and out 
of the area. 


Great Pressure on Coast. 


On the coast the pressure for men and 
women has been greater than anywhere 
else. For lack of man power at critical 
points production has fallen down, As was 
told in the Post-Dispatch recently, in one 
month the Boeing plant in Seattle fell be- 
low schedule by 40 big bombers because men 
and women simply were not available. 

The man power problem on the West 
Coast differs in degree, but not in kind, 
from the same problem in other areas 
where war production is concentrated. If 
the new system works in California, Wash- 
ington and Oregon, it will be introduced 
elsewhere. If it fails, then the strong proba- 
bility is that President Roosevelt will ask 
Congress for a national service act which 
would make it possible to order men into nec- 
essary jobs regardless of their personal 
desires or wishes. 

Sentiment has been growing within the 
administration for some time for such an act. 
Such zealous advocates of all-out production 
as Under Secretary of War Robert Patterson 
have insisted that only through a compul- 
- gory service act could total mobilization of 
man power be achieved. There still is, how- 
ever, important opposition to a compulsory 
labor act and the opposition argues, force- 
fully, that Congress would never grant such 
powers in the face of the misuse of authori- 
ty that has already been granted. 


Gen. Arnold’s Appeal. 


The new system for the West Coast grew 
out of an urgent plea which Gen. H. H. 
Arnold, chief of the air corps, carried to 
James F. Byrnes, head of the Office of War 
Mobilization. Arnold was afraid he would 
not get the planes necessary to step up the 
attack on Europe and in the Far East. He 
had become alarmed over reports of declin- 
ing production, 

Byrnes promptly turned to his =npaid as- 
sistant, Bernard M. Baruch, who a year ago 
unscrambled the rubber mess in a forthright 
report that cut through the underbrush of 
controversy to get down to basic facts. 
Byrnes asked Baruch to analyze the prob- 
lem of man power scarcity in airplane plants 
on the West Coast. With another unpaid 
assistant, John M. Hancock, banker and in- 
dustrialist, and the small staff these two 
men have recruited at their own expense for 
their own use, Baruch got down to the*job. 

Within a surprisingly short time Baruch 
and Hancock had completed ~ concise outline 
of the problem which included a recommend- 
ed solution. Byrnes was urged to form com- 
munity committees around local leaders who 
would, first, have the respect and confidence 
of the community, and, second, a knowledge 
of local conditions that an outsider could 
never have. These local committees would 
exercise priority control within their areas. 

The report stressed the importance of the 
proper distribution of workers as between 
airplane centers. It also urged extreme 
care in considering any further expansion of

Herewith the first in a series of infor- 
mative articles on the forthcoming con- 
vention to revise the Missouri Constitution, 
Today's article deals with the general sub- 
ject of the need for constitutional changes. 
In subsequent articles the Post-Dispatch 
will present the major issues likely to 
come before the Constitutional Convention, 
with particular reference to the faults in 
state government which could be corrected 
by constitutional revision.

HE very important work of rewriting the 
T se-rear-o Missouri Constitution to ef- 

fect an efficient and economical state 
government to meet the social and business 
needs of modern times will be undertaken 
when the 83 delegates to the State Consti- 
tutional Convention assemble in Jefferson 
City Sept. 21. 


The present 1875 Constitution, framed to 
provide the limited governmental needs of a 
predominantly rural population of nearly 
three-quarters of a century ago, has proved 
an inadequate base on which to build legis- 
lation for a modern government. Amend- 
ments adopted from time to time have re- 
sulted in a patchwork, not a co-ordinated 
charter of government. 


The question which naturally presents 
itself to those who have not made a careful 
study of the state government and its ap- 
plication to the needs of the people is: 

Why should there be a new Constitution? 


Vastly Different Conditions 
Have Developed Since 1875. 


This article attempts to answer that ques- 
tion and direct attention to particular pro- 
visions of the present Constitution which 
might be changed to give better government. 

Missouri is a vastly different state from 
what it was when the present Constitution 
was adopted. Then it was largely rural, only 
25 per cent of its inhabitants residing in 
cities and towns of more than 2500 popula- 
tion. Today 52 per cent of the population is 
urban and urban centers are so readily ac- 
cessible to practically all the remainder that 
the State can no longer be regarded as pre- 
dominantly rural. 

The occupants of remote farms expect, de- 
mand and have as necessaries things which 
were not even attainable as luxuries by the 
wealthiest city residents of the earlier days. 
They have telephones, electricity, automo- 
biles, year-round good roads, water systems, 
radios and many other services. 

In 1875 state government was s0 
simple. and the demands on it were 680 
limited that the total expenditures for state 
governmental purposes were about $3,500,000 
a year. Today it is so complex and extensive 
and the demands on it are so great that the 
expenditures are about 130 million dollars a 
year—an increase of’ more than 3700 per 
cent. 

Then the population of the State was 
1,721,590. Now it is more than 3,800,000— 
an increase of more than 100 per cent. 

Then intercourse between the people was 
limited largely to contacts among local areas. 
Today almost anybody in the State can be 
in communication with anybody else within 
a few minutes merely by lifting a telephone 
receiver. Anybody in the State can travel 
to its most remote parts within a few hours. 


From Saddle Horse and Mule 
To Railroads and Automobiles. | 


In those days there were few railroads and 
no automobiles; the farm wagon and the 
saddle horse and mule were the usual modes 
of travel. 

There was virtually no realization of the 
duty of the State to care for its unfortunates. 
Eleemosynary institutions were limited to 
one or two “lunatic asylums” in which the 
insane were confined in barred cages. 

The public schoo! system was primitive. 

Old-age pensions, social security, the Pub- 
lic Service Commission, the Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Commission were unknown, prob- 
ably unneeded and certainly not thought of. 

But with the gradual change from a rural, 
agricultural to an urbanized, industrial peo- 
ple, there have arisen many industrial and 


social problems. Improved farm machinery

and the wearing out of the soil have de- 
manded changed methods of farming and in- 
creasing State services for the farmers. 
There is a realization now that equal educa- 
tional opportunities must be provided for all 
the children, whether they reside in the 
cities or on remote Ozark farms. Industrial 
development has presented its many new 
problems. 


Ancient System Not Geared 
To Meet Present Problems. 


The present 68-year-old governmental sys- 
tem is not geared to these needs. Attempts 
at amendment have piled governmental func- 
tion on top of governmental function, and 
the whole has become an expensive and in- 
efficient plan which costs the taxpayers 
every year millions of dollars more than it 
should, and yet fails to meet their needs. A 
new Constitution is imperative if Missouri is 
to have efficient government service at rea- 
sonable cost. 

rhe first attempt to revise the Constitu- 
tion, made nearly 25 years ago, was a 
failure. A group of citizens who had studied 
‘he governmental needs promoted and ob- 
tained an amendment to the Constitution 
requiring that a convention be held to revise 
it and directing that each 20 years there 
should be presented to the voters the ques- 
tion of holding a revising convention. 

Following that, a convention was held in 
1922 and 1923. Fearful that all would be 
lost if a new Constitution should be sub- 
mitted to the voters as a whole, that con- 
vention adopted 21 separate amendments. 
Of these only seven were approved by the 
voters and none of these was of major im- 
portance. 

There will be a difference of opinion 
among delegates to the approaching con- 
vention on the question of submitting a 
whole new Constitution, co-ordinating all 
the functions of government, or submitting 
proposed changes as separate amendments, 


No Difference of Opinion 
On Need for Thorough Revision. 


There is little difference of opinion as to 
the need for revising the entire Constitution 
as one document, but many of the delegates 
fee] that to follow that procedure would be 
to consolidate the opposition of groups dis- 
satisfied with particular changes proposed, 
and that these groups would vote against 
adoption of a new Constitution because of 
their opposition to particular provisions. 

In the present Constitution there are 13 
important divisions and it is expected that 
these will be generally followed in the work 
of the convention. They are: 


Bill of Rights. 

Legislative functions. 

Executive functions, 

Judicial functions. 

Impeachments. 

Suffrage and elections. 

Counties, cities and towns. 

Taxation and revenue, 

Education. 

Corporations. 

Militia. 

Miscellaneous provisions. 

Method of amendment of the Constitution. 

In a number of these, such as the bill of 
rights, impeachments and the militia little 
change from the present provisions seems 
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to be indicated as necessary, but sweeping 
revision of the legislative, executive and 
judicial. chapters undoubtedly will demand 
serious attention from the convention, as 
it is in these major divisions of the govern- 
ment that the greatest faults exist. 

Of major importance in consideration of 
the legislative system will be a decision as 
to whether the present two-house Legisla- 
ture shall be abolished and a unicameral! 
system substituted. The unicameral legisia- 
ture now in effect in only one state, Nebras- 
ka, will be strongly advocated as a means 
of simplifying and improving legislation, 
and will be strongly opposed as removing 
the checks that one house has over the other 
in a bicameral. 


Committeeroom Secrecy 
Continues to Be an Evil. 


Regardless of the system which may be 
decided on, the convention could well place 
in the Constitution a requirement that pro- 
ceedings in legislative committees as well 
as on the floor should be public, thus abol- 
ishing the secret committee meeting which 
is responsible for many of the present-day 
legislative evils. 

The legislative apportionment discrimina- 
tion against St. Louis, St. Louis County, 
Jackson County (Kansas City) and other 
areas of large population must be corrected 
to provide the residents of the State with 
nearly an equal voice in the making of the 
laws. With more than 41 per cent of the 
population of the State, St. Louis, St. Louis 
County and Jackson County have only 26 
per: cent of the seats in the State Senate 
and only 21 per cent of the seats in the 
House of Representatives. 

There has been no readjustment of State 
senatorial districts in more than 40 years, 
Originally the State was gerrymandered by 
the Democrats to deprive the Republicans 
of equitable representation in the Senate, 
This gerrymander operated to deprive the 
larger cities of proper representation, and 
the discrimination has increased with the 
shift of population from the country to the 
cities. 

It can be corrected by merely reforming 
the districts to make them of nearly equal 
population. The discrimination in the House 
of Representatives can be corrected by re- 
ducing the number of counties, by changing 
the basis of representation for those counties 
entitled to more than one Representative, or 
by abandoning the theory that each county 
is entitled to one Representative regardless 
of population. 


Executive Branch Source 
Of Waste and Inefficiency. 


It is in the executive branch of the gov- 
ernment that the greatest waste and in- 
efficiency has developed as the State has 
grown and governmental functions increased. 

As a means of improving the administra- 
tion of State affairs consideration will be 
given by the convention to creating a cabinet 
form of government, under which only the 
Governor and Lieutenant-Governor would be 
elected and. the heads of all other depart- 
ments, with the probable exception of the 
Auditor, would be appointed by the Gover- 
nor, This would centralize responsibility for 
the conduct of the government in the 
Governor, 

Under the present Constitutional system

of Schools are elected. 
stitutional office and none is responsible to 
the Governor for the conduct of his office. 
The Governor is charged with the duty of 
enforcing the laws and yet has virtually no 
authority to perform that duty. 

Under the present system there has been 
perpetuated a political spoils system of gov- 
ernment, accepted as a matter of course in 
the intensely partisan period of long ago, 
but long since abandoned in the more pro- 
gressive states. 

A mere change to provide for the ap- 
pointment of the minor State officials could 
not be expected by itself to abolish the 
political machine government. It would be 
necessary to accompany it with an effective. 
merit system and with a consolidation of the 
80 State departments, boards, bureaus and 
commissions into possibly as few as 15 or 20 
departments, including the grouping of all 
State tax collection agencies in one depart- 
ment. 


Appointive System Might 
Produce Fewer Absurdities. 


Increased efficiency might be expected 
from the appointive instead of the elective 
system, the Governor being in a much better 
position to judge the qualification of depart- 
ment heads than are the voters. It, at least, 
would end such absurdities as the election 
of an Attorney General, a State Superin- 
tendent of Schools and other technical of- 
ficials, whose qualifications the voters 
cannot judge, officials who now are chosen 
on a basis of partisanship rather than qual- 
ification. 

In the revision of the chapter on the 
Judiciary the convention will have the bene- 
fit of factual studies made by the Missouri 
Bar Association, the Judicial Council, and 
the Law School of the University of Missouri, 
and of their recommendations. It is not 
anticipated that there will be any change in 
the recently adopted Non-Partisan Court plan 
for the selection of sappellate judges, al- 
though there will be a determined effort by 
some of the delegates to abolish the plan and 
return to the discredited system of partisan 
election of judges. 

In addition to appellate judges, the court 
plan applies to circuit and probate judges in 
St. Louis and Kansas City and can be made 
applicable to any rural area which may vote 
to adopt it. So far none has. The conven- 
tion will consider a proposal to extend it to 
the entire State. 

A co-ordinated judiciary could be accom- 
plished by giving the Supreme Court a more 
direct control over inferior courts, and 
greater efficiency in the operation of the 
courts, as well as speedier and more certain 
justice, by making definite in the Constitu- 
tion the power of the Supreme Court to 
make the rules for civil and criminal pro- 
cedure in all courts. 


Discredited J. P. Courts 
Call for Special Attention. 


Particular attention will be given to sug- 
gestions for a change in the discredited Jus- 
tice of the Peace court system, Lawyers en- 
gaged in a study of the Judiciary have given 
some consideration to a recommendation that 
the Justice of the Peace courts be abolished, 
and a system of magistrates appointed by 
the Governor or by a higher court, be sub- 
stituted. 

In general, present Constitutional provi- 
sions covering elections are considered ade- 
quate, although a new Constitution might 
well provide for statewide registration of 
voters, now limited to larger counties and 
cities and towns of more than 10,000 popula. 
tion. It might also authorize the use of 
voting machines as a means of preventing 
or lessening fraudulent voting. 

In the field of county and municipal af- 
fairs the convention will have a big job, not 
alone with the problems growing out of con- 
ditions in St. Louis and St. Louis County but 
with the smaller counties and town-~ through- 
out the state.

N the spring of 1936, I had the oppor- 
tunity of conferring with a widely- 
known and state-wide respected profes- 
gor with the dominant educational insti- 
tution of this State. 

At that time, his insight into domestic 
affairs of this country was recognized 
to the extent that frequently he was 
called to the nation’s capital to partici- 
pate in a smal] group which gave guid- 
ance on national policy. 

He made a great contribution t6 his 
State and nation. After his death a few 
years ago, his loss was greatly felt, but 
there was some compensation because a 
number of his former students were to 
continue contributions toward the course 
of liberalism. 

Back in the spring of 1936, this great 
Missourian made a prediction as to the 
political development of this country. He 
didn’t foresee the total-war development, 
but he did see well-defined trends in 
this direction even then. 

He predicted then that the New Deal 
administration would continue in power 
for a period of 12 years from date of its 
initiation. He then said that by that 
time the New Deal would Jose its status 
as the liberal and progressive party of 
this country and would be supplanted 
by the other major party. ! 

How true the prophecy of this educa- 
tor seems to be at this time! Your recent 
editorial, “The Seeds of Disaster,” point- 
ed to the direction in which the present 
administration is going. 

Accepting the resignation of Sumner 
Welles to soothe the whims of Cordell 
Hull was one point in evidence. The 
President’s loss of cOMposure in spank- 
ing one of his former most ardent press 
backers, Drew Pearson, was further evi- 
dence of the trend. 

The road lies open and the course is 
clearly defined. If the Republican party 
will come forth with a liberal platform 
and a truly liberal candidate, its oppos- 
ing party can again prepare to become 
the minority party, as it was for s0 
many years. However, the Republicans 
should not delude themselves by think- 
ing that the isolationist, native-Fascist 
element of the party can ever bring it 
back into power.

Speeding Mail to Soldiers.

OR the past few months, I have

THE ISSUES FACING CONGRESS. ° 

Few soldiers at the front would envy Senators 
and Representatives converging on the Capitol for 
Tuesday's renewal of the Battle of Washington. A 
third of the Senate and the entire membefship of 
the House must keep one eye on the polls that 
will open next fall. The law-makers all face in- 
creased pressure from constituents with whom they 
have made fresh contact in the two-month recess. 
Blocs—notably those of agriculture, labor and in- 
dustry—are busy. 

More than ever, then—especially with millions of 
voters overseas—it is an obligation of citizenship 
to watchdog Congress. When it fails in one or 
both of its dual duties, honest representation and 
enlightened leadership, the blame can often be laid 
to apathy at home. Good government will continue 
to be by the people, who must make themselves 
democratically heard on vital issues. 

These are among the important coming questions: 

Man power; On the House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee docket is the Wadsworth bill for a draft of 
labor. It is true that the West and Northwest coast 
aircraft and shipping industries are slowed by 
serious shortages and rapid turnover, as pointed out 
in a recent sobering report to Mr. Byrnes, and that 
many other areas are as ‘critical, Mr. Nelson, Mr. 
McNutt and some others in the administration hope 
to hold off until such legislation is the only recourse. 
Such unofficial advisers as Bernard Baruch concur 
with them. Part of the liberal press, on the other 
hand, demands a labor draft as the only means of 
expediting the war effort. 

Those who argue for it have not satisfactorily 
explained what a working man’s reaction would 
be to a rigid placement and freezing program, and 
its accompanying problems. This sort of regimen- 
tation should be considered only as a desperate, last- 
resort measure. Steps short of labor draft have yet 
to be given adequate trial. 

The Smith-Connally Act: This boomerang legisla- 
tion, passed heatedly, incautiously, on a tide of 
justified anti-Lewis opinion, but without proper 
consideration of the provisions slipped in by Smith, 


With both labor and employers turning , 
against the strike provisions of the Smith- 
Connally law, it is up to Congress to correct 
what has proved to be an error, and it had better 
do so quickly before the law becomes the instru- 
ment to stir up widespread labor disturbances 
and before it vitiates the voluntary no-strike 
agreement of December, 1941, 

Taxes: Twelve billion dollars in additional Fed- 
eral revenue is asked by the administration. Rep- 
resentative Doughton of the House Ways and Means 
Committee observes in desperation that “any kind 
of tax is worthy of consideration,” and hopes for 
legislative action by the end of the year. It seems 
unlikely, Senator George, presumably, is still 
strong for compulsory savings, opposed by Secretary 
Morgenthau, and for a sales tax, opposed by the 
President. Most probable is a raising of levies 
in middle and upper bracket incomes, some increase 
in tax on corporate incomes, and, unless public opif- 
ion intervenes, a vote-minded reluctance to meet the 
Treasury’s revenue program even halfway. 

The argument against the sales tax as burdensome 
to low wage earners is sounder than ever. The 
argument for some kind of “induced” savings is 
strong unless the inflationary line is held in other 
ways; especially unlesg the current bond drive is a 
(This offers another compelling reason 
for subscribing to it beyond the hilt.) 

Inflation: Only one front in three in the battle 
against inflation has held, and it shows signs of 
weakening. WLB hag stanchly stood its ground 
until Nelson urged the grant of a wage boost to 
Boeing Aircraft workers. How long it can continue 
to keep its fist in the dike without a stiffening 
on the tax and price fronts is a question for 
Congress as well as the people. 

This session of Congress may be called upon 
to consider a proposal for nailing price scales prop- 
erly at the source, instead of at the consumer end, 
with subsidies used to protect the producer instead 
of the wholesaler or processor. 

Renegotiation: Last session’s statute subjecting 
war brokers to renegotiation of excessive profits is 
in for a hot political fight. Perhaps the accumu- 
lation of corporate funds for postwar conversion 
from military to civilian production should receive 
consideration. But it would be a great mistake to 
weaken or repeal the law, however strong the 
pressure, in the light of savings effected by it. 

Postwar world: Forming in many legislative 
minds is a picture of United States participation in 
the making and keeping of peace. Victory now is 
assured. <As it approaches, Senators and Represen- 
tatives will need more and more the guidance of 
their constituents in planning toward guarantees 
of world safety. 
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HITLER’S NEW CONQUEST. 

It hasn’t been so many months since a pretty 
warm controversy could be worked. up around the 
question, ‘“‘Where will Hitler strike next?” Would 
he swoop through Spain into North Africa? Would 
he move into Turkey in his drive for Russian oil? 
Would he add Sweden to his list of conquests, or 
perhaps even belatedly attempt to invade England? 

The burning question hag been answered, for Hit- 
ler hag struck again. The daring legions of the 
Swastika have swept relentlessly into Spitsbergen, 
a tiny Far Northern isle, sparsely populated, sparse- 
ly defended, with no assets except polar bears, gla- 
ciers, some demolished mines and a weather station. 
But it’s a triumph to announce with a flourish to 
the home front, and perhaps distract its attention 
momentarily from the news being made in Russia 
and in Italy. : 
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NO SPIK PARLEY-VOO. 

The French and the Americans in North Africa 
are finding a common bond in the fact that each 
speaks the other’s language abominably. The parley- 
voo French of 1917 is announced to have been cer- 
tainly not much worse than what is going on now 
in the name of the beautiful tongue of Paris and 
Provence. As to what is going on the other way 
round, a good index may be found in a sign in the

The Battle of Italy ended with the capitulation of 
its Government and armed forcés, but the Battle for 
Italy has just begun. The grim ‘task that now faces 
the Allies is that of pushing the German invaders 
from Italian soil. 


The Nazis are intrenching themselves along the 


upper coasts and in the Northern cities of their 
fallen former ally. But they have overreached 
by including Rome in the area of occupation. 

Rome is no ordinary city. 
spected and even revered by the Italian people and 
the world—respected for its ancient monuments, 
revered for its religious significance, Because it is 
also a major war-plant and communications center, 
it was bombed on July 19 by Allied flyers, but the 
most exacting of precautions were taken to safe- 
guard its non-military objectives. Marshal Badog- 
lio had negotiated, before his surrender, to establish 
Rome’s status as an open ‘city, but with the capital 
in Nazi hands, any hope of agreement on its im- 
munity from attack is out. 

The Nazis seized Rome for a military purpose, 
and they will use it to that end, despite any preten- 
sions they make to the contrary. Its capture brought 
the violence of warfare to the capital, and so long 
as it remains in German hands, the city will be sub- 
ject to Allied attacks, as a necessity in shortening 
the Battle for Italy. This means peril for. Rome’s 
historic and religious structures and itd civilian 
population, despite the most scrupulous efforts of 
bombardiers and gunners to hit only military targets. 

The very presence of Germans, now avowed ene- 
mies, in their country is enough to rouse the Italian 
people to “strike hard and strike home,” as the 
Roosevelt-Churchill appeal asks them to do. Nazi

BUT IT’S THE FNISH THAT COUNTS. 

We're off to a flying start in the Third War Loan 
Drive. The subscriptions of our first three days 
piled up a total of $12,619,389, representing sales to 
39,000 buyers. Yes, we’re doing well, but we aren’t 
patting ourselves on the back yet. 

We know the size of the St. Louis area’s job of 
supplying $180,675,000 toward the 15 billions the 
nation needs to carry on the war. That's nearly 
twice our quota in the second drive last April, and 
it’s 10 million dollars more than we subscribed then. 

The .large number of individual purchases, the 
$18.75 investments from you and me and the folks 
across the street, show we know about inflation, too. 
We're the “non-banking sources” from which the 
money must come if inflation is to be avoided. 

When the Government borrows from banks, the 
depositories don’t reach into the cash drawer for 
the money, because there isn’t that much there. The 
bank just credits the Government with a deposit of 
the amount of the loan; that is, the amount of the 
bank’s subscription to war bonds. Then when the 
Government draws a check on the deposit and gives 
the check to a tank-maker or an airplane manufac- 
turer, new purchasing power is artificially created. 
The spiral of inflation is under way. 

That’s one reason why it’s so necessary that as 
many as possible of us citizens buy war bonds. The 
most important reason, of course, is that we've got 
to win the war. We know that our war expenditures 
now are running at the rate of $2 a day for every 
man, woman and child in the country. 

No, we in St. Louis haven't forgotten the size of 
our job. We're just buckling down to it.

As for the Balkans, events in Italy and 
Russia, plus the loss to Hitler of Italian 
policing divisions, will quicken the pace 
toward efforts to secure separate armistices 
with the Allies. Our possession of Italy, 
meantime, to the extent that it is wrested 
from the Germans or defaulted by them, 
will greatly facilitate any Allied war plans 
we may have in the Balkans, : 


Within Italy, hard fighting against the 
Germans may be necegsary. But, assuming 
that we shall soon occupy the peninsula at 
least to the Po, we shall have tightened 
beautifully the ring of Allied air bases 
around Germany’s Europe. And, assuming 
that the Italian Navy comes into United 
Nations hands—or even with it simply 


eliminated from the war — our naval 
strength everywhere is enhanced. 


Those are all most welcome gains, and 
there are two others which we dare neither 
forget nor squander: Italy’s surrender pre- 
sents the commanding opportunity to dem- 
onstrate what we mean when we say “we 
fight for freedom,” and when we say we 
fight in coalition with our allies. 


Gen. Eisenhower has been able to an- 
nounce that the terms of the Italian armis- 
tice were approved by the United States, 
Britain and the U. S. 8S. R. We hope this is 
an augury for consistent unity in the prose- 
cution of the war—military and political— 
from now on, 


People Didn’t Want War. 


Every American, we know, rejoices be- 
cause the Italian people no longer must be 
called our “enemies.” Nor does any 
thoughtful American defame Italy in de- 
feat, Italians, like most people, are brave 
for causes in which they believe. The 
Italian people never believed in this war. 
They always hated it. 


But their leaders did not hate it. This 
requires of us an attitude of full realism. 
It is well that Badoglio and the King have 
surrendered. The Allies will expect of 
them, and command, strictest co-operation 
under the armistice terms. But we cannot 
afford to blink the fact that they are 
Fascists—that they were leading agents in 
stabbing France and mankind—and that 
Badoglio himself, in his surrender procla- 
mation, made clear the government gave 
up in recognition of the overwhelming 
power of “the enemy.”

of Italy from the war is “of little military importance.” 
What Hitler said in 1940 is far closer to the truth than What 
he said this week, and many Germans and nearly all other people 


know it. 

This, however, does not neces- 
sarily mean that some German 
General is about to run up the 
white flag. Despite the collapse of 
Italy, continued German reverses 
in Russia and continually aggra- 
vated American-British aerial 
bombardment, Germany still ap- 
pears capable of putting up pretty 
tough resistance and apparently in- 
tends to do so during the months 
immediately ahead. 

We probably will have to bring 
the war closer to Germany’s inner- 
most defenses by land and sea as 
well as air operationg and from the 
West as well as from the East and 
South before Germany agrees to 
unconditional surrender. 

Despite impressive rehearsals of 
the projected invasion of France 
staged on the southeast coast of 
England this week there is no pos- 
itive indication that Allied inva- 
gion forces witli debark in France 
this autumn. The Germans remain 
more strongly entrenched there 
than we should like to see them 
when we attempt to establish a 
front in the West. 

The Germans also have sufficient 
forces and well defended positions 
in Italy to make the liberation of 
that territory no easy task for our 
armies. 


Loss at Spitsbergen. 

If additional evidence were re- 
quired to establish that Germany 
is not yet on the verge of military 
collapse attention might be direct- 
ed to the operations at Spitsbergen 
in the Arctic Ocean this week. 

The Germans report having suc- 
cessfully attacked and destroyed 
“military establishments of partic- 
ular importance to enemy air and 
sea forces in the Northern Sea” 
on Sept. 8. A communique issued 
by the Norwegian high command, 
which has jurisdiction over that 
atrategic point 600 miles east of 
Greenland and 660 miles from the 
North Pole, seems to confirm the 
German claims and admits that 
German “capital ships” participat- 
ed in the attack. 

Unless our forces succeed in re- 
gaining control of Spitsbergen and 
in quickly replacing the installa- 
tions there, whatever operations 
may be impending against the Ger- 
man positions in Northern Norway 
with a view to facilitating the 
movement of war materials to 
Russia by the shorter northern 
route may be adversely affected. 

We need the weather informa- 
tion and other assistance obtain- 
able from Spitsbergen to facilitate 
attacks on the strongly defended 
German bases in Northern Norway 
as well as long periods of darkness 
such as are drawing near. - 

Rain and the difficulty of get- 
ting supplies to the more advanced 
Russian positions may be expected 
to slow down the pace of Russian 
advances in the next three or four 
weeks. This may enable the Ger- 
mans to reorganize their forces 
above the Dnieper River and at 
other points remote from Germany, 
albeit remote also from the oil fields 
of Russia which Hitler expected to 
be occupying long ere this. 

These operations should not be 
interpreted as minimizing the im- 
portance of the recent victories in 
Italy, Russia and elsewhere. They 
are merely a caution against over- 
optimistic deductions regarding the 
ability of Germany and Japan to 
continue fighting now that Italy 
has ceased to fight. 
Far-Reaching Consequences. 

The collapse of Italy already is 
having far-reaching and gratifying 
consequences on neutral and Axis 
satellite states as well as on Ger- 
man morale. 

Satellite nations such as Hun- 
gary, which never has had its heart 
in the war and which for two 
decades has taken its cue from 
Rome rather than from Berlin, are 
more eager than ever to drop out 
of the war. 

Germany must replace the Ital- 
fan occupying forces in Greece, 
Dalmatia, France, Corsica and 
other territories or see them fall 
into Allied hands. Already Ger- 
many has occupied Albania, which 
conceivably is marked for Allied 
invasion as an attractive base for 
operations against German posi- 
tions in Central and LTastern 
Europe. 

The Germans will have a hard 
time holding Crete if our forces 
move into Greece and it is hard to 
see how they can keep us out of 
the Dodecanese Islands if we 
choose to take over those Itallan- 
occupied and Greek earmarked 
islands of the Eastern Mediter- 
ranean and Aegean. 

There are no indications that 
the collapse of Italy has convert- 
ed Turkey from a neutral into a 
militant member of the United 
Nations, desirable as such a change 
would be from our standpoint. 


May Overthrow Franco. 

Spain, at the other end of the 
Mediterranean, however, already 
is profoundly affected by the col- 


lapse of Italy which intervened so 
boldly in the Spanish Civil War 
and the gathering doom of Ger- 
many, the other arbiter of Spain's 
recent destinies. The authoritar- 
jan regime of Gen. Francisco 
Franco was modeled on Italian 
Fascism and protected by Musso- 
lini and Hitler, 

As the Allies have gained as 
cendancy in the war, Franco Spain 
has become more and more iso- 
lated and less indulged by Great 
Britain and the United States. The 
United States recently refused to 
provide Franco with arms and 


war materials requested to “put af; 


down insurrection.” 


As Spaniards perceive the con-|f é, 


sequences of their Government’s 
backing of the wrong horse (Fran- 
co frequently predicted Axis vic 
tory and permitted Axis agents 
to operate freely against the Al- 
lies from Spanish territory), they 
are increasingly inclined to over- 
throw the Franco regime and es- 
tablish a Government better able 
to cope with the new interna- 
tional situation. 


A Daily News-Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent who has made a cgre- 
ful study of the Spanish situation 
radios that if Franco’s rule is 
overthrown, it will probably be 
done by the Spanish military, who 
detest Franco’s pro-Axis Falan- 
gist party. 

The anti-Falangist military con- 
spirators are not liberals but re- 
actionaries who hope that a mili- 
tarily restored monarchy would 
win favor with the Allies without 
materially modifying the present 
totalitarian form of government. 
They hope that such a regime 
would appease the growing bitter- 
ness of Spain’s underfed masses. 

Meantime, there are signs. that 
Spain, which obliged us to main- 
tain considerable forces on the 
Spanish Moroccan frontier during 
the more critical period of the bat- 
tle for Tunisia by disquieting mili- 
tary concentrations in Spanish Mo- 
rocco and other pro-Axis gestures, 
is considering switching over to 
real neutrality. 

In addition to permitting Axis 
agents to spy on Allied military 
operations and conduct anti-Allied 
propaganda from Spanish terri- 
tory, Spain sent soldiers to fight 
in Russia—the so-called Blue Divi- 
sion. Spain now regrets this 
action, 

Spain apparently also doubts the 
wisdom of its military occupation 
of the international zone of Tan- 
giers at a moment when the Al- 
lies could not afford to resist this 
violation of international agree- 
ments. There are reports that 
numbers of Spanish officers hither- 
to stationed at Tangiers have re- 
turned to the Spanish mainland 
with their familes and are not 
being replaced. 

Argentina’s Mistake. 

Another regime which now rues 
its miscalculation of Axis military 
prowess and Allied prospects is 
the military government of Argen- 
tina. Alone among the govern- 
ments of the Western Hemisphere 
Argentina refused to break with 
the Axis and continued to permit 
Axis agents to operate against the 
United Nations’ cause from Argen- 
tine soil. 

There are many loyal friends of 
the United Nations’ cause among 
the people of Argentina, but few, 
if any, in key positions in the 
Argentine Government. Several 
months ago a group of military 
men overthrew the notoriously pro- 
Axis reign of President Castillo to 
set up a Government which, it was 
hoped, would enable Argentina to 
obtain ardently coveted war ma- 
terials without Argentine collabo- 
ration in the war against the Axis. 


STARVING JAP SURVIVOR 
CAPTURED ON ATTU ISLAND 


‘ATTU ISLAND, The Aleutians, 
Sept. 8 (Delayed) (AP).—Another 
ragged and nearly starved survivor 
of Japan’s Aleutian invading force 
fell into the hands of United States 
Army troops on this furthermost 
Pacific outpost of North America 
today, 

The prisoner, the first taken 
since Aug. 24, surrendered after 
soldiers had chased him into a 
foxhole. He had been living like 
an animal in the rugged, treeless 
hills for more than three months. 

All but a handful of the Attu 
Japanese were wiped out by the 
American amphibious force which 
regained the island in May.

8-Day Assault Shows 
Planes and Facili- 
ties Are Ready for 
Invasion.

LONDON, Sept. 11 (AP). 
HE greatest demonstration of 
Tax power in history—a drive 
for the collapse of Germany— 
was brought suddenly and unex- 
pectedly closer by the swift suc- 
cession of remarkable develop- 

ments of the week now ending. 

Chief among the developments 
from the standpoint of air warfare 
were the successful staging from 
British bases through eight solid 
days and nights of the Allies’ most 
intensive air drive yet, the capitu- 
lation of Italy, and indications of 
the establishment in England of 
an American key tactical air force 
for the final campaign. 

The eight-day air blitz, which in- 
cluded the United States Eighth 
Air Force’s biggest day of opera- 
tions, showed for the first time 
that on Britain, “the world’s great- 
est aircraft carrier,” the closest 
base for an air drive against the 
heart of Germany, the Allies had 
the planes, the facilities and the 
men to execute the protracted non- 
stop round-the-clock assault neces- 
sary to pave the way for and to 
support an invasion drive. 

By comparison, all previous raids 
from Britain, while part of a long- 
range plan, have been only spo- 
radic jabs, proving only that the 
Allied air forcea, in the “big 
league” theater are capable of 
sporadic jabs. This eight-day as- 
sault was the real thing, proving 
they are capable of the real thing. 


Nazi Defense Floundering. 

As impressive as the Allied air 
force’s performance were evidences 
of the German air force's weak- 
ness. In the Royal Air Force's 
three big night raids of the drive, 
on Berlin, Mannheim and Munich 
—on top of two other big ones in 
the preceding four days—the losses 
remained, as far as determinable, 
“normal,” and the Germans appar- 
ently were floundering for an 
effective defense. 

On the final night and day of 
the drive, Wednesday and Thurs- 
day, only negligible opposition met 
attacks on a score of targets in 
Nazi-held France and Belgium. 

The capitulation of Italy strate- 
gically provided the Allies with 
another air front -on which to as- 
sail Germany, and conversely it 
gave the Germans a third front to 
defend with a resultant thinning 
of its already-taxed air resources. 

Tactically, it opened up a whole 
new set of air fields and advanced 
the Allies by 500 miles or more be- 
yond their best previous bases in 
that direction. 

It opened up great new possibil- 
ities for shuttle-bombing from Eng- 
land. American flyerg on the re- 
cent England-Africa shuttle raid 
almost unanimously commented: 
“If we only had had some of those 
bases in Northern Italy it would 
have been easy.” 


Can Unite Operations. 


But the most important implica- 
tion of the Italian development 
was that it opened the way for 
joining the Mediterranean and 
Northern air operations into one 
integrated campaign instead of 
two independent ones, with cor- 
responding ominous implications 
for the enemy. 

The main base of the victory air 
drive probably will remain in Eng- 
land, because it would be a hun- 
dred miles closer to the heart of 
Germany and it would take a long 
time to establish operational facili- 
ties in Northern Italy to compare

know with certainty now that the events of the last few days have 
hastened immeasurably the complete corrosion of Axis metal. 


Within the week, Allied forces 
have knocked out one of his p 
ners, taken over a major part of 
Italy’s fleet and presently are men- 
acing his bomb-battered European 
fortress from the Italian penin- 
sula, Russia and across the chan- 
nel in Britain. 

To the south, British and Amer- 
ican forces are swarming up Italy’s 
mainiand, 

To the north, triumphant Rus- 
sian armies finished cleansing the 
rich Donets Basin of Nazi troops 
and are sweeping on after fleeing 
German legions to threaten the 
whole German defense line east: 
of the Dnieper River. 

In the South Pacific, Americans 
and Australians virtually assured 
the fall of the Japanese air base 
of Lae, New Guinea, which the 
now wavering Nipponese have held 
since January, 1942. 

And in Western and Central 
Europe, Allied planes continued 
throughout most of the week their 
furious bombing to impair Nazi 
war production further, ruin mill- 
tary targets and bring near the 
hour when Hitler’s inner fortress 
is invaded. 

This week just starting perhaps 
will show up Hitler's evaluation 
of Italy’s surrender as being only 
of slight importance. 

As British forces climb the 
southern part of the peninsula to 
contact German troops, a major 
battle is shaping up near Naples 


where the American Fifth Army 


is progressively strengthening its 


p. 

The fall of Italy brought the 
major part of the Italian war fleet 
into Allied hands—an event that 
undoubtedly will have reprecus- 
sions on both Hitler and Tojo. 

Escape of most of the Italian 
ships from Nazi-dominated ports 
and their safe arrival in Malta 
greatly enhances the probability of 
additional Allied naval strength 
being diverted to the South Pa- 
cific war theater, 

Russian forces, meanwhile, have 
occasion for plenty of optimism be- 
cause German military strength ap- 
pears to be severely strained. 

For one thing, Allied offensives 
in Italy forced German military 
leaders to rush reinforcements not 
only to the peninsula but into the 
neighboring Balkans to be ready 
for an Allied invasion there and 
to forestall eruption in the satel- 
lite states. 

Continuing an amazing sweep 
along a 400-mile front, the Red 
troops threatened to slam shut the 
only door of escape for German's 
Crimean garrisons. The broad,Rus- 
sian action from the Azov Sea to 
the northern end of the Ukraine is 
turning the German retreat into 
something resembling a rout in 
many sectors. 

Perhaps Hitler also may regard 
the Russian front as of slight im- 
portance—he did not mention it-in 
his “victory” broadcast to the Ger- 
man people, 


with what has been built here in 
four years. 

But establishment of a secondary 
base for an integrated drive only 
800 miles away—a short flight for 
a heavy bomber—means that, in- 
stead of two separate spearheads 
pointing at the enemy, we now 
have pincers with a tremendous 
advantage in leverage. 


New Fighter Chief. 


One of the week's inconspicuous 
but significant developments was 
the appointment of Maj. Gen. Wil- 
liam E. Kepner, one of the air 
force’s top men, as chief of the 
Eighth Air Force Fighter Com- 
mand, superseding a one-star gen- 
eral, Brig. Gen. Frank Hunter, on 
the heels of Gen. H. H. Arnold's 
disclosure that a tactical air force 
such as led the North African 
and Sicilian victories was in de- 
velopment here to repeat the Medi- 
terranean process. 

A fighter command would be the 
logical nucleus of such a force as 
was in North Africa, and Gen. 
Kepner’s qualifications—he is a 
World War cavalry and infantry 
hero, an air force veteran and for- 
mer chief of the West Coast air 
defenses—pointed to him as likely 
leader. ' 

Since the end of the Allied con- 
centrated air attack Thursday eve- 
ning there has been a lull in air 
activity from Britain — probably 
due considerably to two night of 
bad weather—but increasingly fre- 
quent large-scale attacks and 
harassment of enemy transport 
and communications and air re 
sources will resume immediately. 

The pattern is clear. Top offi- 
clals make no secret of it. It is 
to hammer enemy war industry, 
transport and economic structure; 
to make increasing inroads on his 
air resources to make the ham- 
mering easier; to shatter civilian 
morale. 

The aim is to do this until all 
three trends culminate in the col- 
lapse of the enemy and surrender 
before the gung of an invading

GEN, DAVENPORT JOriNSON,

Davenport Johnson, a bomb- 
ing expert, as commanding

Johnson succeeds Maj. Gen. 
William O. Butler, transferred 
to Washington. 

As commanding general of 
the Second Air Force with 
headquarters at Colorado 
Springs, Colo., Johnson super- 
vised much of the training of 
bomber crews who now are bat- 
tering enemy positions. His

From Jungle Garrison Discredits 


: Stories That They Are Half-Starved 


Foods Packed in Tins, Including Beans, and 
-4 Gas Masks of Modern Material Found in 
Deserted Outpost Near Nassau Bay—Sani- 
tation Conditions Surprisingly Good.

Tree lives in the jungle. Most 
abject, half-starved automatom, 


Son of Heaven. 

But I recently had the opportu- 
nity of inspecting an enemy village 
untouched by the scars of battle; 
what I saw there gives the lie 
to our conception of the Japanese 
as a fanatical warrior, subsisting 
for weeks on what would amount 
to a few days’ poor rations for a 
white soldier. 

When the enemy garrison fled 
into the dense jungle behind Nas- 
sau Bay, after offering little more 
than token resistance to our sur- 
prise landing, they left a more or 
less permanent camp almost in- 
tact. 

Our forces swarmed ashore in 
the dead of night through a dan- 
gerously high surf, and enemy fire 
along the entire beachhead was 
sporadic and half-hearted. We 
landed two Caterpillar tractors. 

The quick and efficient deploy- 
ment of our troops along the curve 
of the beach apparently convinced 
the Japanese commander that we 
had entered the bay in overwhelm- 
ing numbers. 

Had he elected to fight it out, 
the taking of Nassau Bay might 
well have been a tougher affair. 
As it was, the enemy hastily aban- 
doned pillboxes and foxholes pre- 
pared in the scrub fronting the 
shoreline, and evacuated a sizable 
village built up the steep slopes 
of a heavily-wooded mountain af- 
fording admirable natural defense 
without the slightest vestige of an 
attempt to hold it. 


Garrison Slips Away. 


When our patrols moved into 
the area at daylight, the Japanese 
had vanished. It was estimated 
that a force of at least several 
hundred had occupied the camp; 
they simply melted into the drip- 
ping forest, probably to make their 
precarious way through the jungle 
to Salamaua. A few stragglers 
were captured in the weeks that 
followed our initial landing, but 
the bulk of the force, including 
a number of women, were never 
contacted by our advance scouts. 

I spent the better part of half a 
day poking about the camp; the 
rains and the quick jungle rot had 
already begun their destructive 
work, but in the majority of huts 
there was a quantity of rations 
and equipment in excellent condi- 
tion, probably providing the best 
example we have had thus far of 
Japanese Army conditions in New 
Guinea, 

There were a dozen or more na- 
tive style huts, perched on the 
sides of a ravine that cut deep 
into the seaward face of the moun- 
tain. The place was so thickly 
overgrown with tall gums, palm 
and hardwood trees, interlaced by 
a canopy of lianas, creeping vines 
and great drooping leaves, that 
you walked in a perpetual green 
twilight, relieved only by red 
patches of gluey volcanic mud 
where a stream tumbled over a 
mass of boulders on its way to 
the ocean. 

The floors of the huts were of 
split bamboo, laid on posts from 
two to six feet above the damp 
earth. The space beneath these 
dwellings was usually hollowed 
out in the form of a rude cellar, 
where rations and ammunition 
were kept. One side of several 
of the largest houses was walled 
with palm thatch, but for the 
most part they were open on all 
sides and roofed with closely- 
woven thatching. 


Even Had Phone System. 

From a point just back of the 
bench, deep pillboxes buttressed 
with earth and palm logs studded 
the area all the way up the hill- 
side, as far as an observation post 
overlooking the bay, some hun- 
dreds of feet above the tides. A 
telephone system linked the watch- 
ers’ post with headquarters far 
down in the ravine; the wire was 
of excellent quality, heavily insu- 
lated with a yellow rubberized 
substance, 

In one of the huts lay the wreck- 
age of a fine piece of radio equip- 
ment which had apparently been 
demolished before the place was 
abandoned. 

A large pile of gas masks lay 
in a hollow near the camp. They 
were new. The whole face-piece 
was of rubberized cloth which re- 
sists tropic mold better than the 
ordinary kind of fabric. 

Of food there was plenty. Cocoa 
and coffee essence in vacuum- 
sealed tins; beans, flour, sugar, 
and, of course, a large store of 
rice, all packed in square tins. 
There were tinned sardines and a 
variety of condiments; cigarettes, 
both Japanese and American were 
plentiful. 

The Japanese mosquito bar is a 
large, roomy affair with a canvas 
top. When erected it looks not 
unlike our auto tent, except that 
all sides are of heavy brown gauze 
netting. I slept in one which our 
troops had set up at Nassau Bay. 
It provided ample room for six 
cots, and was far more comfort- 
able than our small net called a 
jungle hammock. However, it is 
probable that these mosquito-proof 
tents were for the use of officers, 
for there were numerous smaller 
nets about the size of our pup

Good Hospital Equipment. 

The hospital area lay in the cen- 
ter of the camp. A corpse was 
found in one of the huts amid a 
confusion of bandages, bottles and 
paper boxes. Medical stores were 
contained in heavy mahogany 
chests bound with brass. I know 
little of medicine or surgery, but 
there seemed to be a great variety 
of bottled preparations and pills. 
Surgical instruments were absent, 
but they may have been taken by 
the fleeing enemy as being too 
precious to be left behind. 


One hut had obviously been oc 
cupied by women; undergarments, 
kimonos and feminine shoes at- 
tested to thelr presence in this 
lonely outpost. It is presumed 
they were nurses, since their hut 
was located in the hospital area; 
one wonders how those creatures 
fared when the garrison struck out 
into the treacherous jungles for 
Salamaua. 


We found no weapons, but there 
was a large quantity of machine 
gun ammunition, packed in hard- 
wood boxes. A rubber life raft, 
painted boldly with the colors of 
the Rising Sun, lay in a pool of 
sunlight that found its way 
through a rent in the jungle roof. 

Of personal belongings, I saw 
the usual little wicker rice basket, 
shaped like an oversize soap dish; 
white gloves made almost like «a 
mitten, with a slit far the trigger 
finger; vials of insect repellent, 
leather cartridge pouches and 
writing materials. Contrary to 
popular belief, the Japanese soldier 
does not lose all contact with his 
family when he goes overseas; the 
Army provides stamped post cards, 
like our penny post office cards, 
and there was a pile of stationery 
and long, blue-lined envelopes in 
a corner of one of the huts. 

Helmets and forage caps were 
scattered everywhere, as wel] as 
aluminum water canteens. 

Sanitary conditions throughout 
the camp seemed as good as could 
be expected in the jungle. La- 
trines for officers were roofed, 
and one in the hospital area with 
a, neatly thatched swinging door, 
was probably for the use of nurses. 


Spring Provides Water. 

An ingenious system for pro- 
viding the camp with water was 
still in operation when I visited 
the camp. Large sections of split 
bamboo spuported on x-frames 
were formed into a continuous 
trough from a spring far up the 
mountain, and running through 
the entire village ended at what 
appeared to be the main cook- 
house. Cool spring water still 
flows down this jungle aqueduct. 

The Japanese appeared to have 
taken a lesson from Tarzan in set- 
ting up this camp. A very tall 
cocoa palm standing in the ravine 
served as watchtower for the head- 
quarters area. A long, heavy vine, 
hanging from a great tree on the 
hillside, had two crosspieces nailed 
near the loose end: One for a foot- 
rest, the other for a hand grip. 
By mounting the contraption well 
up on the side of the hill, a man 
could launch himself out over the 
ravine and swing up to a platform 
near the top of the palm tree. To 
get down again he simply slid 
down the bole of another palm 
which had been felled and then 
raised to lean against the watch- 
ers’ tree at an angle. 

In the largest of all the huts I 
found a sheaf of requisition sheets, 
and, of all things, a stack of 
United States airgraph blanks. 
What the Japanese wanted with 
them or how they ever reached 
this isolated post remains a mys 
tery. 

Taking of this Japanese outpost 
gave even the casual observer an 
unclouded picture of how our 
enemy lives in this wild unfriendly 
land, 

The Japanese has no bulldozers 
or growling caterpillar tractors for 
the clearing of camps and the 
building of airstrips. He does all 
this back-breaking work by man- 
ual labor. But he is well equipped 
to fight, and he fights well, not 
because he is especially cunning or 
fanatical, but because the Japanese 
Army, which had long planned this 
exhausting jungle war, saw fit to 
deprive the Japanese civilian of 
all but the barest essentials of 
life in order that its overseas 
forces might be supplied to the 
last detail, 

But the Japanese High Com- 
mand overlooked one thing: Ameri- 
can production, engineering genius 
and military organization have 
given our men the superior tools, 
both In the air and on the ground, 
that are wresting, piece by piece, 
every enemy stronghold in the 
Southwest Pacific. And the Jap- 
anese Army is beginning to feel it.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—Eng- 
land wants to work with the 
United States after the war, and 
will go to almost any lengths -to 
do so, She would like to see the 
United States and England in the 
role of joint “trustees” of the peace 
for the transition period immedi- 
ately following the war; these two 
countries, with Russia and China, 
to form the nucleus of whatever 


arrangement may be set up for 
the maintenance of world peace, 

Co-operation with Russia is 
deemed imperative. The great 
mass of the British people are 
deeply sympathetic toward Russia; 
that fact alone would compel a 
governmental policy of co-opera- 
tion. Added te this sympathy is 
another powerful factor: the fear 
that, if a way is not found by 
which England and the United 
States can collaborate with Rus- 
sia, the Soviets and Germany will 
be thrown together. With Russia’s 
matural resources and Germany’s 
technical skill, they would make a 
formidable combination. 

Thus Eric Johnston, president of 
the United States Chamber of 
Commerce, just returned from a 
three-week series of conferences 
in England with governmental, in- 
dustrial and labor leaders, summed 
up what seemed to him to be the 
prevailing British thought about 
the postwar world. 

“As to details,” Johnston said to 
the writer, “you get a variety of 
opinion, but I found everywhere 
the keenest desire for continued 
collaboration. with the United 
States, and the feeling that Rus- 
sia, somehow, must be brought into 
the picture.” 

Sees Socialistic Trend. 

In the light of his observations 
in England, Johnston was asked 
what he thought would be the 
world trend after the war. Would 
it be toward or away from gov- 
ernmental controls over industry 
and the individual? 

He paused to consider his reply. 

“I believe I see after this war,” 
he said carefully, “a strong tend- 
ency toward national direction and 
the throttling of free enterprise.” 

Just what did he mean by “na- 
tional direction”? 

“Call it socialism,” he replied. 

The trend toward state. social- 
ism, he added, was pronounced in 
England. He instanced the gov- 
ernmental ownership of the tele- 
phone system — and hastened to 
add that ours was so much more 
efficient that there was no com- 

n. 

There would be no revolution 
fn England, he said. If state so- 
cialism should be extended — as 
apparently it would be—the Eng- 
lish would find some other name 
for it, and the growth would be 
a slow, evolutionary process, in 
keeping with the habitual English 
way of effecting social change. 

There was something indigenous 
fn the soil of the United States, 
Johnston said, that made for the 
independence of the individual. 
Opportunities that we took as a 
matter of course were lacking in 
England. Our homestead laws, for 
one thing, stimulated private en- 
terprise. The immigrant from 
Europe was likely to react to his 
new environment and becorge as 
keen as any for the preservation

It is believed 
that the number of counties inthe 
state could be reduced from 114 to 
not more than 70. Consolidation 
of groups of three or four counties 
into one would mean one set of of- 
ficials instead of three or four sets. 

Taxation and revenue will be a 
major problem of the convention. 
Present Constitutional provisions 
governing the issuance of public 
bonds have grown haphazardly 
until there are many different pro- 
visions applicable to the same pur- 
poses. A present provision pro- 
hibiting the granting of public 
money for any private purpose has 
been openly violated in the appro- 
priations for relief and aid to de- 
pendent children. Undoubtedly the 
convention will recommend that 
this practice be legalized. Old age 
pensions are granted under a Con- 
stitutional amendment adopted in 


1932. 
State Property Tax. 


Consideration will be given to a 
proposal to abolish the state prop- 
erty tax, which produces little rev- 
enue and is costly to collect, and 
in this connection an important 
question which will arise in the 
convention will be the repeal of 
the present provision that all prop- 
erty be taxed at the same rate. 
Under this the state and local 
communities have been unable to 
enforce the law for taxation of 
intangible personal property— 
money, notes and bonds. Fre- 
quently the tax would exceed the 
return received from such prop- 
erty by its owners and, the prop- 
erty being easy to conceal, the 
owners simply refuse to report it 
for taxation. 

Attempts have been made to tax 
intangibles at a different and 
lower rate than other property, 
but they have been blocked by the 
Supreme Court’s interpretation of 
the Constitution..Many tax author- 
ities hold the view that if such 
property could be taxed at a nom- 
jnal rate it would be listed by the 
owners and large additional rev- 
enues would be received by the 
state, counties and cities. 

Exemption of homesteads from 
taxation will be another proposal 
before the convention. 

A complete revision of the taxa- 
tion and revenue chapter of the 
Constitution seems to be required. 

Educational Reforms.

cation consisting of experts, with 
broader powers than possessed by 
the present State Superintendent 
of Schools.

A work for the convention more 
important than it might at first 
seem to be is the preparation of a 
chapter on methods of amending 
the Constitution, there being a ne- 
cessity for abandoning the pres- 
ent political method of selecting 
delegates to constitutional conven- 
tions. 

As a part of the consideration 
of these subjects there will be 
many related issues, such as 
whether the present provision 
making a Governor ineligible for 
re-election shall be retained, and 
whether the term of office might 
be increased from four to six 
years; increasing the power of the 
Governor to force law observance

“After the Revolutionary War,” 
he said, “our practice of democracy 
Jmade us an example for the rest 
of the world. We can again be 
ar example after this war. But 
we can be this only if we convince 
the great masses of our people 
that they can have a higher stand- 
ard of living under our economic 
system than any other. 

“We must offer the people the 
Four Decencies: 

“A decent wage; a decent am ; 


a decent education; decent secur- 
ity. 

“These are the things the aver- 
age man expects today, anc has a 
right to expect. 

“I believe the free enterprise 
\system has come closer to pro- 
viding these things than any other. 
Socialism has not proved that it 
can provide them. 

“We must make our economic 
system work. If we do make it 
work as it is capable of working— 
and I am convinced that we will, 
though not easily—then the world 
may follow our precept as so much 
of it did after the Revolution.” 

The business people in England, 
said Johnston, think differently 
from ours. The goal there is a 
guaranteed profit; that is why the 
|} cartel system appeals. The Ameri- 
can business man thinks of the 
profit system as a profit-and-loss 
system. The Englishman argues 
that his is the way to guarantee 
employment. Johnston’s reply is 
that you can antee employ- 
ment under the profit-and-loss sys- 
tem and atill retain competition— 
competition that forces people to 
do a better job and keeps down 
prices. 

“It is essential,” said Johnston, 
“that we and the British should 
recognize and understand our dif- 


> 


ferences. We can’t work through 
to a lasting friendship on a basis 
of sentimentalism or racialism, but 
only on a basis of realism.” 


Johnston spoke with warm ad- 
miration of the spirit of the Eng- 
lish people, and particularly that 
of the women. Women, he said, 
were almost literally “in every- 
thing.” In one war plant which 
he visited, 92 per cent of the 5000 
employes were women. It was 
partly because of the large em- 
ployment of women, he said, that 
production in England had reached 
its stupendous figure. Other causes 
were the introduction of American 
mass-production methods and the 
long hours worked-—hours some- 
times up to 60 a week, though 
it had been found that efficiency 
declined after 54. 


“The English, he said, “have 
shown a simply ‘atiazing ability to 
absorb hardships. All things con- 
sidered, they have a higher tax 
system than we have, yet one 
hears hardly any complaint—on 
that score or any other. Even the 
blackout has failed to get them 
down, and they’ve had four years 
of it. When you say that, know-

identical oppgrtunity to state his 
views on international affairs. He 
talked for more than 20 minutes, 
but a correspondent for a Repub- 
lican newspaper complained that

Bricker’s remarks he found that 


every. Bricker sentence was s0 
nicely balanced there was nothing 


to quote to show Bricker’s stand 
on any topic discussed. 


Bricker’s timidity was matched 
only by that of the Washington 
management which was fearful of 
an intra-party row in public. The 
party's three presidential candi- 
dates—Hoover, Landon and Will- 
kie—were not invited although 
each represents a point of view 
held by many in the party. Willkie 
probably would have taken over 
the show or been crushed in the 
attempt. The Washington man- 
agement seemed afraid that he 
would have succeeded. 

Willkie Strength Admitted. 

As reported in the news dis- 
patches from Mackinac, the feel- 
ing of the conference was definite- 
ly “anti-Willkie” among the na- 
tional and party leaders, but many 
Governors in private conversations, 
while saying that they would not 
like to see Willkie as the 1944 nom- 
inee, conceded that he had much 
strength among the rank and file 
voters, more strength than any 
other single candidate, and that he 
was a®force to be reckoned with. 


Willkie, although he had no of- 
ficial representative on the island, 
was kept fully informed by some 
one who was in touch with the 
inner workings of the conference. 
Reporters learned this when: they 
talked with Willkie by long dis- 
tance telephone, 

The practical politicians here did 
not give Willkie much chance for 
the nomination next year—that 
was also their position in 1940— 
but they generally said that, next 
to Roosevelt, he was the man they 
had to beat. 

The Washington leaders had a 
practical reason for their dislike 
for the 1940 nominee. It was that 
he had refused to “play ball” with 
the national, senatorial and con- 
gressional Republican committees, 
‘whose job it is to see that Repub- 
licans are elected to office. Will- 
kie, they said, went his solitary 
way after the Republican defeat, 
making speeches and trips with- 
out.consultation with them. In the 
1942 congressional elections, he 
held aloof, and he let it be known 
only a few weeks before the New 
York governorship election last 
year that he intended to support 
Dewey. 

No Expression From Willkie, 

So far there has been no expres- 
sion from Willkie on the resolu- 
tions adopted by the council, The 
foreign podlicy resolution went 
further than the so-called Willkie 
resolution adopted by the National 
Committee in Chicago in April, 
1942, which merely stated that 
after the war “the responsibility 
of the nation will not be circum- 
scribed ‘within the territorial limits 
of the United States” and that 
“our nation has an obligation to 
assist in the bringing about of 
understanding, comity and co-op- 
eration of the nations of the 
world.” 


The revisions by the stronger 
Governors of the original confer- 
ence plans were in line with Will- 
kie’s political thinking. He and 
they can be credited with making 
these policies more specific than 
originally intended. He and they 
can be counted on to do something 
like this at next year’s national 
convention. He is not on any of 
the committees appointed to draft 
tentative planks for the 1944 plat- 
form but the Governors were given 
adequate representation on these 
groups. Their work on these com- 
mittees will prepare them for their 
tasks on the platform eommittee. 

Beyond their prospective policy- 
making powers, the Governors are 
worthy of attention for another 
reason. They will have something 
to say about the delegates to the 
next convention—a Governor is 
much closer to the State political 
machine than a Senator or a Rep- 
resentative. The Mackinac meet- 
ing was a convention in little but 
the problems brought up for deci- 
sion and the inevitable talk about 
presidential candidates gave the 
Governors an idea of what they 
would be up against next year. 

On the train leaving Mackinac, 
the council members were asking 
each other whether the conference 
had been worthwhile. They gen- 
erally agreed that it had because 
the Governors, who are close to 
the people, had unmistakably dem- 
onstrated that they were willing to 
work and could work together for

URGES VETERANS 


GETFIRST CHANCE 


AT WAR SURPLUS 


Patman Drafts Bill to 
Help Discharged Sol- 


diers Set Selves Up in 
Business. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11 (AP).— 
Chairman Patman (Dem.) Texas, 
of the House Small Business Com- 


mittee wants veterans of this war 
to have first chance at surplus 
war materials to set them ‘up in 
business. 

Patman author of the World 
War Veteran’s Bonus bill which 
was passed over President Roose- 
velt’s veto, said today that this 
idea is incorporated in veteran's 
legislation which he is making 
ready for introduction when Con- 
gress reconvenes on Tuesday. 

The primary thought, he said, 
is “to help discharged servicemen 
get back on their feet and into 
business in their own communi- 
ties.” 

Here are some of the provisions 
he would have for servicemen: 

Following their discharge they 
would receive three months full 
pay, including allotments and al- 
lowances for dependents, regard- 
less of whether they returned im- 
mediately to private employment. 
At the end of the three months, 


employment insurance for 2 
weeks, based on annual earnings 
of $1700 for the time he was in 
service; if unemployed at the end 
of the 26 weeks, he would receive 
unemployment compensation. 

All employers using 100 or more 
employes would be required to em- 
ploy disabled veterans to the ex- 
tent of one per cent of their total 
personnel, 

Surplus “war property would be 
disposed of in accordance with 
recommendations of the Smaller 
War Plants’ Corporation with a 
view to encouraging the establish- 
ment of small business enterprises 
by veterans. 

To encourage the acquisition of 
small farms by veterans, 100 mil- 
lion dollars annually would be ap- 
propriated until the end of the 
war, and one billion dollars annu- 
ally thereafter for five years, for 
loans to veterans under the Bank- 
head-Jones Farm Tenant Act. 

War bonds purchased by mem- 
bers of the armed forces would be 
increased in redemption value by 
10 per cent when used to pur- 
chase farm lands. 

Patman emphasized that bene- 
fits of his proposal would be ap- 
plicable to service men discharged 
before the end of the war as well 
as those released after the war. 
He estimated that discharges now 
average 8000 weekly and will have 
reached one million by the end of 


this year.

West Coast war production and 
suggested the need to curtail in- 
dustry there. 

Human Phases of Problem. 

Equally important, the report ex- 
plored the human phases of the 
problem, making it quite clear that 
workers could not be expected to 
stay on the job without housing 
which provided a minimum of de- 
cency and without. some recreation 
and relaxation. Particularly in 
this section, dealing with what 
American workers need and de 
sire, the report showed Baruch’s 
broad understanding and demon- 
strated why his advice has been so 
valuable in the war crisis. 

After studying it, Byrnes sub- 
mitted the Baruch-Hancock report 
to the War Mobilization Commit- 
tee. With some modifications it 
was adopted at a meeting at 
which the two authors were pres 
ent. Unfortunately the modifica- 
tions tend to blur the real objec- 
tive—control in the local communi- 
ties—and leave the way open for 
further disputes among the claim- 
ants for man power, 

Instead of one committee in each 
of five West Coast war centers, 
the plan as modified calls for two 
committees. No. 1 will be a Man- 
power Priorities Committee. This 
will be set up by the War Man- 
power Commission which will se- 
lect as local chairman a man out- 
standing in the community. On 
this committee will be representa- 
tives of the various procurement 
agencies—War Production Board, 
Army, Navy, the Aircraft Re- 
sources Control Office, and Man- 
power Commission. 

These same local representatives 
will also serve on another com- 
mittee—an Area Production Urgen- 
cy Committee—with another chair- 
man. This committee will con- 
sider the whole area from the 
viewpoint of production urgency 
and will make recommendations 
to the committee functioning lo- 
cally. 

What Success Depends On. 

There were strong arguments 
for combining both functions in 
a single group, but this was over- 
ruled by the procurement agen- 
cies. The success of the plan will 
depend on how much authority 
Army, Navy and WPB grant to 
their local representatives so that 
the two groups can operate with- 
out constant interference from 
Washington. Sponsors of the plan 
are confident ,however, that it will 
bring about a marked improve- 
ment, although there are likely to 
be degrees of success as between 
one city and another. 

No one can doubt the need for 
drastic new action. Byrnes in 
announcing the plan said that 
schedules for important war items 
were behind as a result of man 
power shortages. The war work 
scheduled for the coast this fall 
and winter, according to Byrnes, 
would require 160,000 persons in 
shipbuilding and ship repair and 
100,000 more in aircraft produc- 
tion. 

“It is obvious,” said Byrnes, 
“that the production program 
scheduled for both war materials 
and civilian supplies must be care- 
fully re-examined to make cer- 
tain that the production most 
urgently needed is not held back 
by efforts to meet production less 
urgently needed and that, when- 
ever feasible, work that can be 
done elsewhere is shifted to areas 
where labor shortages are less 
acute. 

Inseparable Elements. 

“Man power and production can- 
not be dealt with separately, for 
they are inseparable parts of a 
single but complicated problem.

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USED IN BRITAIN; 600,000 
AIRCRAFT WORKERS NEEDED 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11. 

HE British believe they are 
T almost at the bottom of the 

man-power barrel, Six hun- 
dred thousand additional work- 
ers must be found for airplane 
plants this year and labor re- 
cruiting offices are having to 
look hard to find them. 

The total population, men and 
women, between the age. of 14 
and 65, is 33,130,000. Of this to- 
tal, 22,300,000 are in full-time 
employment and an estimated 
60 per cent are in war work. 

Of the grand total at work, 
15,200,000 are men and 7,100,000 
are women, Ninety per cent of 
single women between 18 and 41 
are in full-time war work. 

This is, of course, a far more 
complete utilization of labor 
than has been achieved in 
America. Men and women have 
been ordered into jobs under a 
national service act that has 
proved not too difficult to ad- 
minister since England is a 
small country with a homogen- 
ous population and a well dis- 
ciplined labor movement.

For example, he found that 
the Army had on order an astro- 
nomical number of overcoats, far 
beyond any forseeable need. The 
figure was scaled down at Byrnes’ 
direction and thereby men and 
women who might have been mak- 
ing overcoats were released for 
vital tasks. 

At the same time the cry for 
men and more men is coming 
from every side. Joseph B. East- 
man, director of the Office of De- 
fense Transportation, warned last 
week that a crisis in railroad 
man power is imminent unless 
positive measures are taken im- 
mediately. As though to point up 
his warning,, the worst : 
wreck since igis occurred on La- 
bor day. While the disaster may 
not have been related directly to 
man power, it served to empha- 
size the need for sufficient men 
to keep the roads running safely 
and efficiently. Eastman recom- 
mended a 13-point program. 

The unconditional surrender of 
Italy may make it possible to 
bring large numbers of prisoners 
to this country. There are those 
who believe that war prisoners 
will go a long way toward solving 
the labor shortage, particularly in 
agriculture. If necessary, it is 
argued, they could be paid union 
rates with the stipulation that a 
part of their earnings be set aside 
and sent back to their homeland. 
The money would help to rehabil- 
itate families in Italy, providing 
a nest egg for a new start when 
the prisoners were returned. 

At the end of his report, Baruch 
said emphatically that there were 
only three ways out of the crisis 
even after all possible man power 
adjustments were made. One was 
to increase the efficiency of each 
worker in industry. A second was 
to scale down civilian life, cutting 
out all frills and extras. And the 
third, which is scarcely a choice 
at all since it cannot be consid- 
ered until victory is won, is to cut 
down the war program itself.

few bundles of travel-light lug- 
gage, and their most important 
bundle, the baby, and struggle off 
one train, through the milling 
crowds of some metropolitan sta- 
tion, and on to another train. 


They are a part of that vast 
army of family transients, the re- 
spectable yet pathetic group of 
camp followers, streaming back 
and forth across the continent in 
a confused, disorganized attempt 
to keep up with their men despite 
the unpredictable vagaries of Army 
and Navy transfers, the high cost 
of travel, the increasingly crowded 
conditions. They have become one 
of the major transportation prob- 
lems of the war, and still they go 
on, unabated and undiscouraged. 


You hear plenty of criticism from 
the more comfortably situated by- 
stander. “Why don’t those fool 
women stay home? There oughta 
be a law.” Then you hear the 
wives’ side, a familiar pattern of 
explanation. ... “My family want- 
ed me to stay home but my hus- 
band thought he’d be shipped soon 
and he hasn’t seen the baby in so 
long.” ... “He came home on 
furlough when she was supposed 
to be born but his 10 days were up 
and she still wasn’t here, the little 
dickens.” ... “We stayed with him 
as long as we could and I'm not a 
bit sorry.” 


From other women you hear the 
compromising comment, “It’s crazy 
to travel with a baby, yes, but if 
I had one and my husband was in 
service I’d do the very same thing.” 

One of the crossroads for trav- 
eling mothers and babies is the 
nursery at Union Station, a large 
scale wartime version of their 
usual baby cornef. This Retiring 
Room, to the west of the Grand 
Hall waiting room on the floor be- 
tween the main and second floors, 
is at times so crowded that it re- 
sembles a day nursery, with all 
six of its baby beds filled, and 
an around-the-wall waiting line. 
Slightly more informal than an 
ordinary nursery, there are usual- 
ly diapers drying on the radiator, 
mothers heating pans of formula 
on makeshift stoves, pouring milk 
through funnels into baby bottles, 
feeding month-old infants, trying 
to-get boisterous toddlers to take 
naps. 
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NE mother may be caring for 
0 her own and another child while 

the other mother is eating in the 
station restaurant or solving her 
ticket problems. In this co-opera- 
tive atmosphere, even a visitor 
turns nursemaid and part-time 
sitter, : 


“I know I should be up and do- 
ing things but my brain stopped 
working long ago,” one 20-year- 
old mother said in apologetic re- 
sponse to our offer to watch her 
little girl. “I think they ought to 
put up a monument for us after 
the war, for the mothers and the 
babies, too. Not that she’s much 
trouble, at least she wasn’t the 
first trip, but that was when she 
was only five weeks old and now 
she’s 10 months and into every- 
thing. She’s been sick this trip, 
too. 


“And there’s so many things to 
keep track of, the milk and the 
formula and the diapers. Then 
there’s the way they never cry at 
home but as soon as you get them 
out they do. They’re’ sweet, 
though.” 


She stooped impulsively and 
kissed the .fuzz-covered head. 
“Look—if you could watch her just 
long enough for me to get some- 
thing to eat. Here’s her bottle and 
a talcum box for her to play 
with.” 


Watching our foundling play 
with the bottle and tilt the talcum 
box to her mouth, we struck up 
an acquaintance with  seven- 
months-old Ronnie Joe Bowers in 
the next crib. Plump and healthy, 
Ronnie Joe, on his way to see his 
father, an Army private stationed 
in Florida, looked as if travel 
agreed with him. 


“He’s been traveling since he 
was two months old,” his mother 
said. “I take canned milk along 
and have warm water in a 
thermos and heat the milk with it. 
When I made the first trip I 
warmed the milk and put it in a 


thermos and it all soured. When 


I went to pour it out the first 
miorning it wouldn't even pour, 
it was all clabber. So I learned 
from that.” She reached for a 
small khaki overseas cap and tilt-

ed it on the side of Ronnie’s head. 
“See, just like his daddy's.” 

“I think it’s awfully nice they 
have this nursery here,” a sugary 
Southern-voiced young woman told 
us. “It’s the only one I’ve ever 
seen. I was sure glad to get my 
little girl in a bed, 

“That’s my little girl there,” she 
nodded toward the blond baby girl, 
sleeping diagonally on one of the 
beds. “Her name’s Jenny Kathryn 
Ward. We've just come from Mis- 
sisstppi and we're on our way to 
Pueblo. We thought we ought to 
take her to her grandparents 
‘cause they’d never seen her, but 
it’s the last time. Next time they 
can come to her.” She pushed some 
of her straying hair on top of her 
head, anchoring it with the pin 
from her hair ribbon. 
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EXT to the sleeping blond baby 

was a little boy, the kind of chub- 

by, tousled haired, pink cheeked 
boy you see in advertisements. He 
was sound asleep, in a slightly 
contorted position, his face and 
knees pressed flat against the bed, 
but his pudgy posterior elevated. 
“He’s 18 months old,” we were told, 
“and his father’s néver seen him.” 
The father’s been overseas and was 
wounded and now he’s in a hos- 
pital and they’re on their way 
there, 

In a corner of the nursery, a 
Negro nurse bent over a 5-weeks- 
old infant. “No, ma’am, I don't 
work here. I’m just her nurse. 
Her daddy’s in the Navy and we’re 
on our way to Texas to see him.” 
The baby stirred and began to cry 
and the nurse picked her up and 
carried her to a window. “Look 
hyeah, baby, that’s St. Louis.” She 
held her up for a view through 
dusty glass at the Eighteenth 
street stoplight, the hamburger 
joint across the street, the Army 
store, Money to Loan, Photos 10 
cents. 


Beds in the nursery are vacated 
and refilled every hour or two, as 
a new group of mothers and watch- 
ers file in, 

“This isn’t my baby,” one woman 
explained, “I’m watching her for 
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a woman I met on the train com- 
ing in this morning. I felt so sorry 
for her, she’s so, helpless. Last 
night in the lounge she started to 
give the baby some ice cold coke 
—iImagine, a baby this size. She’s 
run out of diapers and she’s been 
using Pullman towels ever since.” 
Se 2.2 

NDER better control was the 

mother of twins who calmly set 

up housekeeping with her own 
pots and pans and a small Sterno 
stove. Donald and Dennis shared 
one bed while she fixed their for- 
mula and their two grandmothers 
looked on fondly. 


“That little stove’s been in the 
family a long time,” one of them 
said. “It’s certainly coming in 
handy now.” 


Another newcomer, a pretty girl 
in Kelly green, seemed wuncon- 
cerned and cheerful, at least on the 
surface, although she had just said 
good-by to her husband who was 
going overseas. 

“We got there just in time to 
see him,” she said. “He told me 
last night that they were leaving 
and for me not to stay around any 
longer. I took the baby with me 
and he was so good. We were sit- 
ting on a bench and when his 
daddy came along, he laughed and 
cooed and kept at it as long as 
his daddy was there.” 


The nursery scenes are the more 
pleasant ones in the family travel 
picture. In the outer waiting room, 
in main floor ticket lines, down 
on the midway between waiting 
rooms and train yards, you see the 
drabber scenes, mothers with two 
or three youngsters, sitting on 
benches, staring vacantly into 
space, sometimes snapping out a 
sharp reprimand. “Now you sit 
down and behave yourself. You're 
going to be a fine looking sight 
when you get to grandma's.” 

At the Travelers’ Aid-USO booth 
in the midway, Helen Bellows has 
ample opportunity to study moth- 
ers’ problems. 

“The biggest problems are moth- 
ers with very young or too many 
children, because they have such 
trouble getting on and off trains,”

she said. “Sometimes we can get 
Red Caps to carry their luggage, 
although it’s as hard for us to get 
a Red Cap as for anyone else. The 
other day I saw one mother, just 
18 years old, coming from a train, 
carrying a baby under each arm, 
and followed by other passengers 
carrying her bags. Another wom- 
an had five children, the oldest 
one 9, and she'd lost her purse and 
all her money. Oh, that’s nothing 
unusual. Families frequently get 
stranded. If they do, we help them 
out and try to decide if it’s better 
to send them home or let them go 
to their destination. 


“So many of them are young, 
just kids themselves, and many 
have never been outside their own 
small community before. The sta- 
tion, which seems simple to us, 
literally terrifies them.” 
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OUSING is one of the problems 

which Travelers’ Aids called on 

to solve. If it is temporary hotel 
housing, they try to find a place 
although finding one within the 
limits of an allotment’ budget is 
a tough job. Women planning on 
staying here are referred to the 
Y,. W. C. A. Housing Bureau which 
has approved and _ investigated 
rooms and apartments. 


The omnipresent problem of 
feeding babies is another head- 
ache. Invariably bottles spill or 
break—“That’s the fifth one to- 
day,” one mother was heard to 
say when her baby hurled hig bot- 
tle to the floor. Frequently they 
run out of canned milk and shop- 
ping facilities around Union Sta- 
tion are none too good. One 
mother even forgot her ration 
book to buy canned milk. Miss 
Bellows gave her some of her own 
points but wants it made clear 


that she doesn’t make a practice 
of that. 


Upstairs at the Travelers’ Aid 
office, Mary Glastris, substituting 
for Jane Corn, the regular super- 
visor, and Dorothy Martens, an- 
other worker, echoed these stories. 


“Our biggest problem is the in- 
experience these women show,” 
Miss Martens sighed. “They seem 
to have no conception of how to 
go about traveling, of the fact that 
there are no accommodations for 
them,” 


“And some of them demand a 
lot of service,” Miss Glastris added, 
“One woman who came in here 
was furious because we didn’t 
provide private nurseries. An- 
other one walked into the office 
and said, ‘Here’s my baby.’ ‘How 
nice,’ we said, or words to that ef- 
fect, and she said, ‘Well, I under- 
stand you'll take care of him for 
me. I have to do some shopping.’ 


“Then there was the day we 
thought we were going to be left 
with a baby on our hands,” Miss 
Martens put in. “A soldier and 
his wife had a fight. He wanted 
her to go back home and she 
wanted to go along. He was trav- 
eling on orders with a group of 
men and his wife was in another 
coach and he said he had to go 
back and change diapers and feed 
the baby and it was just too much 
for him. 


“Anyway, she got mad and went 
out and left the baby and so did 
he, and we were pretty worried 
for a while, but they both came 
back eventually.” 

Most overburdened mothers find 
that soldiers help them out in their 
travels, but some soldiers are not 
too sympathetic with traveling 
mothers. As one of them aaid, 
“We're allowed to get on the train

first, to be sure we get a seat, and 
then some woman with a baby gets 
on and there goes our seat.” 


Widespread advertising against 
travel has had little effect on this 
group of passengers. “All the pub- 
licity in the world doesn’t change 
the mind of a woman who wants 
to see her husband,” Miss Bellows 
commented,

T seems impossible to set down 
| rules about such travel. The ad- 

monition, “Do not travel unless 
necessary,” may be a good mass 
rule, but when broken down to in- 
dividual cases, every trip is essen- 
tial, or seems so. The mother of 
the 18-month-old boy on her way 
to see his wounded father would 
scarcely class her trip as unessen- 
tial. The young girl who took her 
baby to see her soldier husband 
before he was sent overseas feels 
it was worth all the discomfort. 


It is easier to be stern about 
that other group of travelers, the 
women who are expecting babies 
and who, according to Travelers’ 
Aid workers, start on long trips 
during the last month so that the 
baby can be born at home or at 
the husband’s army post. Some 
of these women have had to be 
rushed to hospitals here: others 
have lost their babies. One woman 
traveling from Michigan to Texag 
with a year old child and another 
on the way became ill in St. Louis 
Her husband had to come from 
camp to take the year old child 
to Texas, then return to St. Louis 
and take his wife to Texas, then 
return to camp. 


Another 19-year-old expectant 
mother saw her husband off at 
the Chicago station and thought 
it would be a good idea to get on 
the train with him. When she got 
to St. Louis she found he didn’t 
have enough money to buy her a 
ticket to complete the journey and 
she was stranded halfway between 
a frantic family and a frantic hus- 
band. 


Still another woman on her way 
from New York to California re 
fused to be dissuaded from her 
long trip although her baby was 
due to arrive almost daily. She 
continued on her way but a brief 
10 days later she stopped in the 
Travelers’ Aid office again. With 
her were her twins who had been 
born in Kansas City. 

“IT just thought I'd let you know 
I didn't make it,” she said cheer 
fully.

@ DIAGNOSIS: You readers are 
familiar with hypochondriacs, who 
worry excessively about their liver 
or gall bladder or kidneys or blood 
pressure, etc, 7 
Well, Bertha is simply a “mind” 
hypochondriac. She has been paying so much attention to her 
mental attitudes and sensations that she is going around in 
circles. 
She has a great deal of company, so to speak, for thousands 
ef men and women of all ages begin to fret about their minds 
to the point where they actually act peculiar or eccentric. 
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They ‘aren’t insane, however, but are certainly mental 
hypochondriacs. Bertha’s trouble is also associated with 
the menopause. You don’t have to be a menopausal case, 
however, to blossom out with this whole set of symptoms. 
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@ ALL YOU NEED TO DO is begin wondering about your 
mind or your personality. Then you may figuratively tie your- 
self up in mental knots until you aimlessly go around in circles, 


bemoaning your unhappy lot in life. 
Bertha, like the usual hypochondriac, is self-cegtered. She 


is focusing her thoughts on herself. She thinks she has lost 
her attractiveness, so she feels ostracized from life. She is 
afraid she is on the shelf. She is a nobody. Just a wraith or 
ghoul floating through life without partaking thereof! 
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@ SHE THEN BEGINS to imagine that the world looks or 
tastes or sounds different, for she actually wants to be pro- 
nounced a medical case in order to have a doctor side with her. 
“My husband is getting tired of it,” she states, “but I can’t 
help myself.” 

That sentence is the crux of her dilemma. It also explains 
this same phenomenon in younger women, ven 18 to 25 years 
of age. They think they have lost their “it,” or sex appeal. 
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Whenever you start running around in circles in your 
thinking, forcibly and arbitrarily straighten out that circu- 
lar pathway by focusing on some distant goal. 

Turn your attention off self and deliberately direct it 
upon external people or problems,

Rem is the skin that is flawless and always free of those 


ishes are: 


skin. A pimple is an infection and should be left strictly 
alone until it heals. Keep the face clean and powder lightly, 
using a piece of cotton instead of a puff; discard the cotton 
after using it. Infection may be spread by soiled puffs or 
by touching a pimple and then touching other parts of the 
face. Always wash your hands before applying cold cream 
or make-up, as soiled fingers are likely to be covered with 
germs. Break yourself of the habit of thoughtlessly touching 
or rubbing your face. 
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@ SUPERFLUOUS HAIRS may occur on the face of even 
young women; they may be due to some upset balance in the 
glands. The best way of getting rid of these, hairs is by 
electrolysis, which removes them permanently. The drawback 
to this method is that it takes a long time if there are many 
hairs, and it may be expensive. Bleaching superfluous hair 
with 20-volume strength hydrogen peroxide makes them less 
conspicuous. Plucking with forceps is a temporary method 
of removal that is simplest if there are only a few hairs. 
Care should be taken to prevént infection, however, by cleaning 
the skin beforehand and touching the spots with alcohol after- 
ward. 
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@ ALMOST EVERY GIRL has a mole somewhere—face and 
neck are common locations. Some are flat and some are 
slightly raised; some are darkly colored and some are not. 
A mole should never be tampered with. If it is ‘constantly 
being irritated, or if it is unsightly or if its appearance changes, 
a physician should be consulted about removing it. Never 
let anyone who is not a physician “burn off” a mole or other 
spot from your skin. What appears to be a harmiess wart 
or mole may turn out otherwise, after bungling attempts at 
removal by persons who don’t know what they are doing. 
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LILLIAN GISH —30 Years a ‘Star

—Figure Is as Girlish and

HOLLYWOOD, Sept. 11. 

HIRTY years is a long spell of 
T time—any way you look at it. 

But 30 long years is a particu- 
lar remarkable span in the life of a 
movie star. A few have covered 
that period of time—but mainly 
they are men. 


Lillian Gish stands out as the 
one feminine star who has, with- 
out working on it at all, managed 
to spread her film career over pre- 
cisely 30 years. 


In 1913 she appeared in her very 
first film. Called “Unseen Enemy” 
it presented Mary Pickford, back 
in the days when all film stars 
were blameless. 


They have been close friends 
ever since, Lillian and Mary Pick- 
ford—which sets another record, of 
sorts. Friendships do not often 
weather the storms that can arise 
during 30 summers and winters, 


Last year, after an absence from 
the screen of some eight years, Lil- 
lian came back to her old stamping 
ground to do a notable job in “The 
Commandos Strike at Dawn.” 


Now she is here again, appearing 
as Richard Dix’s wife, in “Top 
Man.” This film brings two rap- 
idly rising newcomers to the 
screen, Susanna Foster and Donald 
O’Connor. 


Caught just after she had fin- 
ished doing a stint in “Top Man,” 
Lillian was relaxing on one of Hol- 
lywood’s hottest dog days, looking 
cooler than the proverbial cucum- 
ber. 

When you go to meet someone, 
armed with the data that she has 
been acting for such a great length 
of time, you expect to see signs of 
the past stamped unmistakably on 
the person. You get a great shock 
when you meet Lillian Gish — a 
shock that wipes all such precon- 
ceived notions right out of your 
mind. 

For here is no timeworn lady — 
not at all. Dressed in a crisp white 
housecoat, with her amazingly long 
hair—her trademark since her 
earliest pictures—flowing down her 
back, she was the spirit of coolness. 
Her skin is just as clear, just as 
delicate, as that of many a girl 
of 16, 
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ER figure, too, is girlishly slim. 
Hse is taller than one might 

imagine from memories of her 
in early pictures. And she has 
not lost that pale, helpless, delicate 
look of the heroines of the earlier 
days, which was the quality that 
brought her first to the attention 
of D. W. Griffith. 

You feel immediately, however, 
that she herself is anything but 
delicate and helpless. Her slim 
girlishness is natural—it has none 
of the effort-making effect that so 
many older women achieve through 
trying to belie their age. Miss Gish 
is not striving to stay young. She 
even resents the well-meaning por- 
trait photographers when they re- 
touch her pictures. 

“I like the lines left on my face,” 
she said, smiling her famous, gen- 
tle smile, “After 30 a woman must 
have lines on her face. It is her 
real beauty, those marks that time 
has etched. 

This is her reason for making 
her movie appearances these days 
without any makeup at all. Yet 
Lillian Gish, as a pioneer movie 
star, was responsible for many in- 
novations in makeup when she 
started acting on the screen. There 
were no makeup experts then; few 
experts of any sort. 

“I was my own makeup man,” 
she explained, “and ‘my own cos- 
tumer as well, most of the time. 
Mother used to make the costumes 
Dorothy and I wore in pictures 
and, when she wasn’t around, I did 
them myself.” 

The close tie between Mrs. Gish 
and her two daughters, Lillian and 
Dorothy, is recognized by all who 
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know them well. Her mother’s 
name is constantly on Lillian’s lips, 


Mrs, Gish started her daughters 
on their acting careers when they 
were small children. She went ev- 
erywhere with them. And; as a 
result, was a casualty of the last 
war. 


That story is little known and, 
looking at it now, amazing. When 
America entered the last war, the 
film’ colony at first behaved as if 
it had no connection with the war. 
That is, all except D. W. Griffith. 
With Lillian, and then rothy, 
who came later with Mrs. Gish, 
Griffith went behind the actual 
battle lines in France, accompanied 
by one cameraman. 


“We went nearer the front,” Lil- 
lian Gish said, “than any other 
women were allowed. They 
wouldn’t even let nurses go as far 
front as we went. Actresses were 
expendable,” she laughed. “Nurses 
weren't.” 


There was no bitterness in her 
laugh, although there might well 
be. Her mother was shell-shocked 
behind the lines on that trip. 


“She was only 35,” Lillian said, 
“and it left her an invalid.” 
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UT her invalidism did not 

mean that she stopped travel- 

ing with her famous daughters, 
In 1922 the three of them went 
to England together. 


“The British press,” Lillian recol- 
lected, “came to see us. 
away and wrote only of mother. 
One writer, I remember, sajd that 
it was too bad that neither daugh- 
ter had inherited her ‘mother’s 
beauty or charm!” 

Lillian began professional acting 
when she was 6. Shortly after- 
wards she did a small dance in one 
of Sarah Bernhardt’s plays. In 
her early teens, she made her first 
picture. Stardom came to her 
after 1915 when she was in Grif- 
fith’s “Birth of a Nation,” and 
later, “Intolerance.” 

The films, using the real war 
backgrounds that had cost the 
Gish family so dearly, were the 
well-remembered “Hearts of the 
World,” “The Greatest Thing. in 
Life” and “The Great Love.” 

A striking fact about Lillian, 
and one which sets her in a class 
alone among the acting tribe, is 
that she possesses no newspaper 
clippings of the years that she has 
reigned as a star. Not a scrap- 
book does she own. 

“I couldn’t collect things,” she 
said. “I’m a gypsy by nature. My 
only hobby is traveling. As soon 
as I finished a picture, off I went. 
I can’t even count how many,times 
I have crossed the country—with- 
out exaggeration I made hundreds 
of trips from coast to coast. 

“Possessions do not travel well. 
So, in all these years, I have cut 
nea out of ~ life—except for 
pe ” 
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HESE pets included cats as 

well as dogs. At the present 

moment, she has a Highland 
white terrier named Malcolm, who 
is very much the watchdog in his 
manner toward strangers. His 
bark is the first greeting one gets 
at the Gish menage, though he 
warms up immediately and later 
makes you as welcome as his 
mistress does. 

“At the present moment the pet 
news on the Gish front concerns 
a small Pekinese puppy given to 
Dorothy by Mary Pickford. 

“A tiny bundle of a puppy,” Lil- 
lian smiled. “And guess what Dor- 
othy has named him—Rover!” 

“Then she began to talk about 
Mary Pickford, who has been one 
of her closest friends for 30 years. 

“We were having dinner at the 
Players the other night,” she said, 
“and were talking French with 
some friends. Mary has a pure

Chickens.

HY does a chicken cross the 
road? The answer to that 
puzzler used to be, “to get 
on the other side.” But no more 
Chickens cross the road now in 
an effort to get away from all the 
amateur poultrymen and poultry- 
women who have sprung up since 
we have had food rationing. With 
meat hard to get, and with eggs 
at a Tiffany price, people who 
had never before seen a live chick- 
en with its clothes on, are raising 
them. Rather, they are trying to 
raise them. 
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THEY ARE TRYING to raise 
them in some of the strangest 
places, too. People with a back- 
yard no larger than a bianket 
have upwards of 50 chickens, cluck~- 
ing and whamming into each other 
in a desperate effort to get a 
breath of air, much less a place 
to scratch. 

Others have turned their chick- 
ens out to graze in the front yard, 
and still others have converted 
spare rooms in their houses into 
combination incubators and chick- 
en runs. 
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Chickens are undoubtedly just 

ss patriotic as eagles. They have 
the good of the country at heart, 
I am sure. Certainly no history 
book I have ever read contained 
so much as one line concerning 
a chicken being tried for trea- 
son. 
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BUT A CHICKEN is still «a 
chicken. A chicken has to have 
some ground to pick at, some dust 
to ruffle its feathers in. 

Take the rooster. To be « self- 
respecting rooster, he must have 
strutting room. 

Take the hen. To be a self- 
respecting hen, a hen must have 
some running room. Take the 
chick. How can he grow up to 
frying size with any pride unless 
he is raised in a place large 
enough to chip-chip-chip along be- 
hind his mother with his brothers 
and sisters? 
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FRANKLY, I THINK we are 
asking too much of the chickens 
at the moment. A chicken just 
can’t change its entire mode of 
living, no matter how global the 
warfare becomes. 

You can promise a chicken an 
“E” for excellence pennant, and 
the chicken will still long for a big 
dirt backyard that has shade 
trees and a hound dog that chases 
its legs off about three times «a 
day. 

I have several friends who are 
now amateur poultrymen, and I am 
waiting for the day when they 
have to take a setting hen off the 
nest. When I was a boy that was 
one of my jobs. There are few 
meaner jobs than that. 
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ORDINARILY, A HEN its «a 
peaceful critter, a harmless bunch 
of wings and feathers, but when 
she decides to set, and Man de 
cides she mustn't set, she gets 
tough. 

Approach her nest and her feath- 
ers take on the qualities of por 
cupine quills. Her hen voice, nor- 
mally a gentle cluck, reaches the 
pitch of a siren. Her eyes biaze 
and she shuffles her feet like a 
boxer. 
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I have setting hen scars from 
my wrist to my shoulder. If 
there is such a thing as the 
poultrymen’s Purple Heart, I 
should have ft. 
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THE AMATEUR poultryman al- 
ways falls in love with his chick- 
ens. He names them. He knows 
their little personalities, and, while 
he doesn't feed them properly or 
give them a decent place to frolic, 
he treats them as pets. 

As a result, when they grow up 
and are ready for the skillet, he 
can’t bear to kill them or eat 
them. Most of the chickens raised 
by my friends are going to die of 
old age. 
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CHICKENS DON’T make for 
good conversation, either. Let «a 
man get a chicken or two and he 
will bore you to death with his talk 
of how they must be fed, watered, 
exercised, and cuddled. Personal- 
ly, I would rather do with fewer 
eggs and drumsticks and have a 
more lively conversation. 

To talk turkey is one thing. To 
talk chickens is another. 


Red Cabbage Relish 


One pound red cabbage, one ta- 
blespoon salt, one and one-third 
cups cider vinegar, two-thirds cup 
water, one and one-third cups 
sugar, two sticks cinnamon, one 
tablespoon whole allspice.

This week, the locale of the din- 
ner was laid in the- Holland of 
fond memories—the Netherlands 
as they were only a few years ago, 
and as we know they will be again 
in the not far distant future. 

Dining in the Holland manner 
is today a memory in more ways 
than one, 
land of the free it would be un- 
patriotic to try to assemble the 
array of good food which the Hol- 
landers used to regard as only an 
ordinary event. It is said that in 
the Dutch language there is no 
word for “calory’—in any event, it 
would not be popular. 

At this dinner, though, the 
spirit was sustained but the vol- 
ume was modified to the American 
idea, The menu reads like this:

Veal Cutlets in the 
Amsterdam Manner

THE COOKING OF THE Hol- 
landers is cosmopolitan in taste. 
There is the heavy and rich touch 
of German cuisine, but there is 
also the lighter influence of Bel- 
gian and French creation. Since 
the Dutch have, for centuries, 
been great world traders, one 
notes the frequent appearance of 
the spices and condiments of the 
East, such as the chutneys and 
the highly spiced fruits , and 
pickles. Fruits and cheeses and 
cakes form the favorite array of 
sweets, while the coffee and the 
highly popular chocolate beverage 
are invariably of the finest. The 
dinner here outlined is only a 
modest one—and at that, the quan-

The cause of poor gravy may be’ 


due to one or more of several 
reasons. First, you may have too 
much fat from your meat in pro- 
portion to the flour you used and, 
therefore, the fat will not all blend 
in, leaving a layer of fat on top 
which is very unpleasant to eat. 

Another reason may be that too 
hot a liquid is added to the fat 
and flour mixture—consequently, 
the gravy boils and becomes lumpy 
before you have a chance to blend 
it. Add a lukewarm liquid and 
blend it over low heat. Remem- 
ber, you can‘t make all the gravy 
that you want from just a little 
meat—unless you make a cream 
gravy. If you: need more flavor, 
add a mashed bouillon cube—and 
don’t forget to use leftover vege- 
table juices such as potato and 
carrot or a few drops of fresh 
onion juice for a more tasty gravy 
with added nutrients.

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HEN frost ends the growing 
W season in our gardens, it is 

time to try “squirrel tactics” 
for storing some of the vegetables 
for winter use. Just as those frisky 
animals scoop out small pits in 
well-drained spots in the woods 
and bury autumn’s harvest for 
winter eating, we can easily pro- 
vide outdoor storage for the root 
crops from our gardens, 

In our climate, four months of 
good keeping can be expected of 
beets, carrots, turnips, potatoes 
and rutabaga if we have the 
“know-how”, 

Various kinds of pits and 
mounds are suggested by the Mis- 
souri Agricultural Extension Serv- 
ice for outdoor storage in our 
climate. A combination of the 
“pit” and the “mound” seems to 
me the most practical and sim- 
ple. Look over your ground with 
these two facts in mind: Good 
drainage is a “must.” A location 
on the north side of your home 
or garage or any place that is 
shaded against the direct rays of 
the sun is particularly important 
in our climate where autumn and 
even winter bring many days of 
warm sunshine, 

ee, eee 

Here’s another thought to keep 
in mind: several small “caches” 
are better than one large one. You 
expose and disturb so much less 
produce and when the weather is 
very cold you can remove the en- 
tire contents at once without wor- 
rying that frost has crept in to 
rot the produce before you can 
close the pit again. 

The combination pit and mound 
starts with a shallow excavation. 
Spade out the soil to a depth of 
about 12 inches and figure the 
length and width to hold what your 
family will eat of its contents in 
two or three weeks. Lay down a 
six-inch layer of dry straw and 


jstart piling the vegetables on it in 


neat layers. Build them up in the 
shap of a cone or pyramid. The 
height of the mound should be 
about one-half the diameter of the 
base. Now pile the straw in a 
six-inch layer completely over the 
vegetables and pat it in place so 
that it forms a firm covering. On 
one side, lay an old burlap sack, 
to simplify opening the mound 
later on, 

Use the soil you dug out for the 
base of the pit to completely cover 
over the straw and keep it in 
place, except at the very top where 
you should leave some straw stick-

fing through to act as a ventilator. 
A piece of bomrd or tin over the 
straw at the top will keep rain 
from leaking down into the mound 
through this practical straw-clump 
ventilator. 

A six-inch covering of earth and 
a six-inch layer of straw are plenty 
of protection for ordinary winter 
weather. But for good insulation 
during a very cold spell, another 
layer of straw and another of dirt 
are necessary. 


x * * 


In neighborhoods where rats or 
other marauding animals are a 
problem, you can use a barrel or 
a sturdy box as a part of your 
storage tactics. Set the barrel on 
its side or on end, in the ground. 
If the location doesn’t insure good 
drainage, set the barrel onto 
a bed of gravel, crushed rock or 
cinders, Fill it with the vegetables 
and use a straw-filled sack braced 
with a stone or board at the open 
end. Cover it over with straw 
and earth as described above to 
protect the mound and use it in 
just the same way. 

Crops to be stored out-of-doors 
should be harvested when the 
ground has cooled off and the soil 
is quite dry. Our late fall plant- 
ings meet all requirements; they'll 
be ready to dig in for the winter 
around the middle of October, 
timed just right for outdoor stor- 
age . work. Low temperature 
causes the storage cells in the root 
crops to fill up with sugar and 
starchy materials, important for 
firm “keeping quality” and flavor. 
Too much water in the soil, and 
fast growth makes root crops that 
shrivel and lose energy and flavor 
in storage, 

Some of the experts suggest that 
root crops for outdoor storage 
should be dug after considerable 
freezing. As usual, the experts 
don’t agree on all points but it is 
certainly bettér to harvest the root 
crops after a light freeze rather 
than tou dig them in warm, muggy 
weather or when the soil is wet. 

Spoilage starts from bruises and 
skin punctures so you will want to 
be especially careful in handling 
the vegetables to be stored. Dig 
them out carefully in dry weather 
so they will be reasonably free of 
dirt and twist or cut off the tops 
leaving one-half to an inch of stem. 
Careful about this, for tops cut off 
too close tu the roots cause ex- 
céssive evapuration and may open 
the way to rot and decay.

laboratory procedures involving the use of electronics 
—designed to produce eggs of uniform color, taste, 
vitamin content and shell. It has been found, inciden- 
tally, that of the strangely colored , those with 
green yolks can be hat —and the chicks will have 
greenish skin—but red-yolked rie are infertile. It 
also has been determined that all breeds of hens will 
produce eggs having yolks of the same color when 
their feed is the same.
